GREAT economic revolution is under way, which de- 

mands the thoughtful study of every man at all inter- 
ested in the welfare of the South. This revolution is an 
industrial one, and the effect is more far-reaching than can 
readily be foreseen. 

Agriculture is suffering in every section where industrial 
development is not on a sufficiently large scale to create a 
home market, not alone for the food products of adjacent 
farms, but for the young men and young women that are 
growing up on the farms and in the smaller towns. 


There is a heavy movement away from the farm to the 
city, because with the larger use of improved power machin- 
ery the farmers are at present producing more than they can 
sell at a profit. Diversified farming, important as it is, must 
in many cases depend largely on the shipment of vegetables 
and fruits to distant markets. A trip through the industrial 
regions of Pennsylvania, and this holds good as to other 
industrial states, will show that agricultural conditions are 
much better than in the states where a home market has not 
been created for all the varied products of the farms. In 
most sections of Pennsylvania, for instance, the farmer finds 
an immediate market for everything he can produce, and 
industrial plants large and small furnish an opportunity for 
profitable employment to both men and women. 

Southern agriculture, despite all the help that may be 
given by a protective tariff and by other means, will continue 
to suffer until there is a development of industrial interests 
sufficiently large to create a home market in the smaller 
towns as well as in the larger cities. Extension of electric 
power and aviation throughout the South affords an oppor- 
tunity for industrial development which never existed before. 
It therefore becomes of supreme importance that in this 
changing condition or revolutionizing work under way 
throughout the whole country, every constructive influence 
of the South be united for industrial development. Except 
through large and widely diversified industry Southern agri- 
culture as a whole cannot prosper, even as the grain growing 
regions of the West cannot prosper where industrial interests 
have not been created.

industrial development as the only sure and safe foundation 
for general agricultural and business prosperity. 

By reason of the fact that in some lines of business there 
is depression, many Southern business concerns have been 
curtailing their expenditures rather than meeting the situa- 
tion by enlarged expenditures to develop at home and in other 
sections a full realization of the South’s possibilities. This 
is the time of all times when in a stimulation of the people 
of the South themselves, and in driving home into other 
sections a knowledge of the South, there should be such an 
aggressive campaign as has never before been made. 


Perhaps it may not be amiss here to quote a poem written 
by U. S. Senator John J. Ingalls, many years ago, entitled 
“Opportunity.” 


Master of human destiny am I! 
Fame, love and fortune on my footsteps wait. 
Cities and fields I walk; I penetrate 
Deserts and seas remote, and passing by 
Hovel and mart and palace, soon or late, 
I knock unbidden once at every gate! 
If sleeping, wake; if feasting, rise before 
I turn away. It is the hour of fate, 
And they who follow me reach every state 
Mortals desire, and conquer every foe 
Save death; but those who doubt or hesitate, 
Condemned to failure, penury and woe, 
Seek me in vain and uselessly implore, 
I answer not, and I return no more. 


An answer to this poem was written by Judge Walter 
Malone of Tennessee, who, taking Mr. Ingalls’ central thought, 
challenged his treatment with lines of great force. Thus: 


They do me wrong who say I come no more, 
When once I knock and fail to find you in; 
For every day I stand outside your door 
And bid you wake, and rise to fight and win. 


Wail not for perished chances passed away, 
Weep not for golden ages on the wane! 

Each night I burn the records of the day, 
At sunrise every soul is born again. 


When down in mire, wring not your hands and weep, 
I lend my arm to all who say “I can.” 

No shamefaced outcast ever sank so deep 
But yet might rise and be again a man. 


Art thou a mourner? Rouse thee from thy spell. 
Art thou a sinner? Sins may be forgiven. 

Each morning gives thee wings to flee from Hell, 
Each night a star to guide thy feet to Heaven. 


Opportunity is knocking at the door of the South. Ingalls 
was partly right and so was Judge Malone. Many a man and 
many a town and many an industry failed to hear the knock 
of Opportunity and lost out forever. But there is, as Judge 
Malone wrote, hope for all who “will rise to fight and win.” 
It is time now for the whole South to rise and fight to win. 
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PROTECT ALL OR NONE. 

N° manufacturer who seeks a protective duty on his 

product has any right to protest against a protective 
duty on another man’s product which he uses as his so-called 
raw material. New England thread and cotton manufac- 
turers and some tire makers, who are protesting against a 
tariff on long staple cotton and on jute, are displaying a 
degree of selfishness which was responsible in years past for 
a large part of the hostility to a protective tariff. People 
saw that many manufacturers were seeking a safeguard for 
their own individual profits by a tariff duty but fighting for 
free trade on their raw materials. 

It is not surprising that under these circumstances there 
grew up in this country among many people a belief that all 
manufacturers were shortsighted and selfish in a policy which 
was so unwise that it is astonishing any supposedly intelli- 
gent business man could not see its unwisdom. 

The South has the some right to a protective tariff on its 
long staple cotton and on jute as any manufacturer in the 
east or elsewhere has to a tariff on his finished product. 

The only fair way is to have a protective tariff which covers 
the raw material and the manufactured product, and covers 
with equal protection agricultural products. No other tariff 
can be fair. No other tariff can produce general prosperity, 
and it is on general prosperity that permanent prosperity of 
manufacturers must depend. 

If those who are fighting a duty on cotton and on jute are 
wise in their day and generation they will withdraw their 
opposition and give their co-operation to a well rounded 
tariff covering every line of industry; for otherwise they 
will simply be sowing the seeds of distrust and of hostility 
to all tariff duties. 
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THE LIFE-GIVING VALUE OF WARM CLIMATES 
AS SEEN BY A GREAT PHYSICIAN. 


. NE of the most remarkable statements in advocacy of 

the climatic advantages of Florida ever put forth by 
any physician was given recently to the Florida Times-Union 
of Jacksonville by Dr. John H. Kellogg, head of the Battle 
Creek Sanitarium, Battle Creek, Mich. Dr. Kellogg has gone 
to Florida repeatedly to study climatic conditions and to 
select an advantageous location for the establishment of a 
Battle Creek Sanitarium. Much that he said in hearty com- 
mendation of Florida, because of the warmth of its sunshine 
and the ability to live outdoors there, is applicable to a large 
part of the South. 

“Sunshine and outdoor living,” said Dr. Kellogg, “are 
known to be the most effective means of combating not only 
tuberculosis but rheumatism and other chronic constitutional 
maladies which are chief among the enemies of longevity.” 
And further: 


“A man who lives in a cold Northern climate consumes a 
large part of his bodily energy in keeping warm. He has 
to eat and digest more food than a person in a warm climate 
in order to maintain his body temperature. * * * A mild, 
genial climate is unquestionably conducive to longevity, be- 
cause the vital energy is conserved. 

“Persons living in a mild climate have a lower metabolism 
rate, that is, the bodily machinery is slowed down somewhat, 
not enough to lessen its efficiency, but enough to lessen wear 
and tear, and so conducing to a notable increase in longevity. 

“A warm climate encourages activity of the skin and in 
consequence free water drinking. This secures thorough 
washing of the body tissues and keeps the blood free from 
the impurities which irritate the blood vessels and are a 
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common cause of the degenerative changes which lead to 
hardening of the arteries, rise of blood pressure and prema- 
ture senility. * * * Pneumonia carries off thousands of 
elderly people every winter. The mortality records for Janu- 
ary, February and March always show a long list of bankers, 
merchants and professional men who have succumbed not 
to the cold air, but to the unwholesome indoor conditions 
which cold air imposes upon persons of sedentary vocations,” 

The tribute which Dr. Kellogg thus pays not only to Flor- 
ida, for the bulk of his statement is devoted to that one 
state, applies with much force to a very large part of the 
entire South. There is more sunshine and more outdoor 
life possible in the South than in any other section of the 
country. Instead of the warmth of its climate being a lia- 
bility, Dr. Kellogg makes it a decided asset. 


When the Almighty decided to create man He placed him 
in a warm country, and no greater men have been known 
than many of those who were born in warm countries. The 
fear, therefore, on the part of some people of the North 
and West that the warmer climate of the South is a disad- 
vantage should forever be dispelled, and the climatic advan- 
tages of the South should be forever heralded as one of the 
greatest, if not the greatest, asset which this section possesses, 
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WHAT LIFE INSURANCE MEANS TO AMERICA. 


O more illuminating idea of the magnitude of the life 
insurance business in this country and no stronger 
indication of the value of this business to the nation and its 
people can well be found than in the balance sheets of such 
great organizations. At the opening of this year, $95,000,000,- 
000 of life insurance was carried on the books of the Amer- 
ican legal reserve companies. 

Indicative of the importance of the business to the country, 
for instance, is the recent report of the New York Life In- 
surance Company, showing $6,781,000,000 of insurance in 
force, December 31; premiums of $256,000,000 for the year, 
cash payments to policyholders and beneficiaries of $156,000,- 
000 and dividends of $67,100,000 to policyholders. In putting 
its excess premium income to work, $100.000,000 goes into the 
reserve fund for the benefit of the policyholders and through 
that channel into remunerative and constructive investment 
service. And to reinforce this investment supply, President 
Darwin P. Kingsley of the New York Life suggests that policy- 
holders entrust their dividends, over $67,000,000 last year, to 
the company at 4.6 per cent interest, instead of letting it slip 
out of their hands. “Life insurance money is generally hard 
earned, the product of foresight and sacrifice—don’t gamble 
with it,” says Mr. Kingsley. 

The prime importance of life insurance money is for the 
support and care of the beneficiaries. Secondary only to that 
is its value as capital for sound, remunerative American in- 
vestment in various productive industries. The life insurance 
companies of the United States enjoy many wonderful oppor- 
tunities for good, and carry tremendous responsibilities. In 
general, they appear to measure up to both. 
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HOW TO KILL INDUSTRIES. 


Some years ago the Government killed a flourishing in- 
dustry in Cleveland County when it admitted Brazilian 
monazite at a tariff rate which made production of the home 
article unprofitable. Some sections of the country have been 
prosecuting a profitable industry in gathering up glass sand. 
This industry is now knocked in the head by a ruling under 
which glass sand from Belgium is admitted free of duty. 
Strange are the ways of our tariff-makers.—Charlotte (N.C.) 
Observer. 

Many other Southern industries have been killed by free- 
trade Congressmen from the South who stabbed their own 


section in this way. 
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THE BALTIMORE & OHIO SHOULD NOT GET 
THE WESTERN MARYLAND RAILWAY. 


HE effort of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad to get per- 

mission from the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
secure control of the Western Maryland Railway shouid be 
aggressively opposed by the city of Baltimore. The Western 
Maryland furnishes a connecting link for an entirely new 
system with Baltimore as its terminus, and the Baltimore & 
Ohio should not be permitted to get control of that link. 

The plan which has been under way for some time by which 
the Western Maryland would become an important link 
between Pittsburgh and Baltimore, is far preferable from 
every viewpoint, except that of the Baltimore and Ohio 
itself, to the scheme of combining that road into the Balti- 
more & Ohio system. 

Baltimore has a peculiar interest in the Western Maryland 
because it was through city money that it was largely built, 
and it was sold by the city for the express purpose of getting 
a new through route to Pittsburgh. It is now possible for 
that to be accomplished without the Baltimore & Ohio coming 
into the deal. 


We are not at all certain, moreover, that the vast consolida- 
tions proposed in these railroad combinations will be of any 
benefit to the country. Possibly they may financially help 
those who put them through, and some of the security hold- 
ers, by creating a broader and higher market for stocks and 
bonds. But in this country we are having too many com- 
binations in trade and industry and in railroads. We trust, 
therefore, that the Interstate Commerce Commission will 
prevent the absorption of the Western Maryland by the 
Baltimore & Ohio which would lessen the competition that is 
desirable between independent railroad systems, from Penn- 
sylvania and the West to Baltimore. 
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RAPID DEVELOPMENT OF THE AIRPLANE 
INDUSTRY. 


ITH Colonel Lindbergh recently opening the new direct 

airplane route from this country to South America, 
with over 1000 cities contemplating improvements of one kind 
or another in the development of airports as reported by the 
Associated Press in a recent statement from New York, with 
business interests turning to the airplane not only for rapid 
transportation of mail and passengers, but for freight also, 
we are entering upon one of the most interesting movements 
in human history. Soon the “argosies of the air” will sweep 
the world. The development of the airplane will very nearly, 
if not quite, match that of the automobile industry. 

Walter H. Sandt, Jr., of New York, after a survey of 1116 
cities planning for improvements in airports, says that 648 
existing municipal and state airports have been budgeted for 
more than $80,000,000 as to their needs for 1929. Mr. Sandt 
made his report for “Air Transportation,” a weekly air trade 
publication. He reports that the number of private airports 
is nearly as large as the municipal ones. 

The expenditures to be undertaken will provide for new 
hangars, machine shops and service buildings, grading and 
construction of runways and landing areas, passenger ter- 
minals, night lighting equipment, traffic control towers, moor- 
ing masts and, in many cases, for additional land to effect an 
extension of present facilities. He estimates the total value 
of the 1116 airports in the country as over $101,000,000, and 
he estimates the value of the nation’s airports at the end of 
the present year will be over $200,000,000. 

At the same time that report was given to the country, the 
Government was enlarging its study of airplane operations. 
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A budget submitted to Congress suggests an expenditure of 
$140,600,000 for the development of military and commercial 
aviation in the coming fiscal year. That sum is about $60,000,- 
000 larger than the record established last year. 


A Washington dispatch says that, “while the name of 
Coolidge is synonymous with economy, the President is so 
impressed with the airplane potentialities that he has visual- 
ized aviation as the defense and transportation monarch of 
the future, and he has provided funds for air expansion with 
a generosity which is sensational when contrasted with his 
normal program of economy.” He recently said: 

“The rapid and legitimate expansion of our air service, 
military and commercial, is an achievement in which we can 
all take pride. Without artificial stimulation, this extraor- 
dinary new factor in national defense and commerce has 


grown from modest and discouraging beginnings into a strong, 
healthy, promising national activity. 


“Today we have more airplane manufactories than we have 
automobile factories. Today air mail lines cross the heavens 
in a rapidly increasing network of speedy communication, 
Freight and passenger carrying airplanes are increasing and 
a growing demand is seen for airplanes for private use. The 
generous contribution made by the United States Government 
to this great and growing activity has been justified by the 
progress made and the results achieved.” 

Assistant Secretary of Commerce, William P. McCracken, 
in charge of aviation, in reporting on operations of his de- 
partment stated that capital invested in the American indus- 
try, measured in current values of stock issued by airplane 
manufacturing companies, has increased 3000 per cent in 
three years. “Three years ago,” said he, “the entire airplane 
industry of the country could have been bought for $5,000,000, 
lock, stock and barrel. Today, it represents an investment 
of $50,000,000, with no one able to tell how far it will expand 
in the early future.” 


These facts are merely suggestive of what can be seen in 
every part of America where aviation is becoming the order 
of the day. It was recently stated that a New York banker 
having a home in Virginia would spend the week-ends in his 
Virginia home, going by airplane and returning to New York 
on Monday morning. This was promptly followed by the 
statement that another New York banker, whose family is 
spending the winter in Florida, would travel by airplane to 
Florida on Saturdays and return on Monday. 

All through the country, and especially through the oil 
regions of the West, airplane scouting is in evidence. Hun- 
dreds of airplanes are in daily use by business men in that 
section and in other parts of the country. Manufacturers are 
beginning to use the airplane for the quick transportation of 
parts of machinery and for things needed in haste. 

We are in a great and wonderful revolution, before which 
the human mind staggers as we contemplate the capture of 
the air. It is pre-eminently important, therefore, that South- 
ern cities should encourage in every way possible the airplane 
industry and the development of aviation. They must estab- 
lish airports and secure the establishment of airplane plants, 
in order that some suitable program for this industry may be 
developed in the South, to the great increase of the wealth 
of that section. 

Here is a new and growing industry. Here is one which is 
destined to work such a revolution as the mind of man could 
never have dreamed of five or ten years ago, It is in its 
infancy. Every city in the South that hopes for progress and 
prosperity must recognize the fact that it must spend money, 
and spend it quickly, in the establishment of airports and in 
encouraging the building of airplane factories at points 
suitably located and backed by sufficient capital. 

Airmail service and everything connected with it is destined 
to have a very important business effect upon many towns 
throughout the country. The industrial secretary of the 
Jacksonville, Fla., Chamber of Commerce, for instance, reports 
that, in correspondence with industries throughout the coun- 
try which they are seeking to attract to Jacksonville, he finds 
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the splendid airmail service which connects with lines for 
practically every part of the country carries considerable 
weight with big concerns who want to decentralize their 
operations and establish branches or distributing offices in 
cities equipped with such facilities; and he says: “For this 
reason, it is essential that Jacksonville support airmail and 
make use of it wherever possible, in order to make the line 
successful. The Pitcairn Aviation, Inc., will inaugurate air- 
mail service from Atlanta to Jacksonville and Tampa via 
Daytona Beach and Orlando, about March 1.” In this way, 
these cities and others in Florida will be able to reach prac- 
tically the entire country with airmail service; and what 
they will be able to do is indicative of what many hundreds 
of cities and towns throughout the country will do. 

Decentralization of industry, a vital factor for the pros- 
perity of the country, began when electric power started to 
spread throughout the country districts. Now, aviation comes 
along and greatly adds to the influence for decentralization 
of business and industry. We are headed for a wonderful 
revolution in business, and the South must make the most 
of its opportunities.

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Herbert Hoover’s Self-Revelation in Views on 
Many Questions.

“American Individualism” by Herbert Hoover. With permission of the publishers of this 
noteworthy contribution to the study of American individualism, we are presenting this week 
some extracts indicating the trend of Mr. Hoover’s thoughts in those days, which our readers 
will see are in direct harmony with the views so frequently voiced in his campaign speeches. 
In that book, as well as in his addresses, Mr. Hoover rose far above the ordinary run of 
political discussion and gave to the people of the country a light upon his own thinking and , 
beliefs from which may be judged something of the influences acting on his mind and spirit, 
and the effect these views so fully voiced will have in shaping his administration and thus in 
shaping the destiny of the country. In these extracts there will be found high idealism and the 
high ethics that might well have been voiced by a profound, life-long student of the humanities, 
who had given his whole life to the subject, characteristics which the average man would 
hardly have expected to find in one who from early youth to the present hour has been a 
dynamic force in great engineering and business operations. 
“American Individualism” has not been read as widely as its importance merits. 
ured by its size, it is a small publication; measured by the wisdom and the force compacted 
into it, it is a publication of great size and of great value. It should be read by everyone.—

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In Mr. Hoover's self-revelation of his views on many ques- 
tions some outstanding quotations from his book “American 
Individualism” throw a great light upon the motivating forces 
of his life. He writes: 

“For myself, let me say at the very outset that my faith in 
the essential truth, strength, and vitality of the developing 
creed by which we have hitherto lived in this country of ours 
has been confirmed and deepened by the searching experiences 
of seven years of service in the backwash and misery of war.” 
So it is that “seven years of contending with economic degen- 
eration, with social disintegration, with incessant political 
dislocation, with all of its seething and ferment of individual 
and class conflict, could but impress me with the primary 
motivation of social forces, and the necessity for broader 
thought upon their great issues to humanity. And from it 
all,” he continues, “I emerge an individualist, an unashamed 
individualist. But let me say also that I am an American 
For America has been steadily developing the 
Further, 


individualist. 
ideals that constitute progressive individualism.” 
he adds: 

“Our individualism differs from all others because it em- 
braces these great ideals: that while we build our society upon 
the attainment of the individual, we shall safeguard to every 
individual an equality of opportunity to take that position in 
the community to which his intelligence, character, ability, 
and ambition entitle him; that we keep the social solution 
free from frozen strata of classes; that we shall stimulate 
effort of each individual to achievement; that through an 
enlarging sense of responsibility and understanding we shall 
assist him to this attainment; while he in turn must stand 
up to the emery wheel of competition.” (Italics Mr. Hoover’s). 

“Whatever may be the case with regard to Old World indi- 
vidualism (and we have given more back to Europe than we 
have received from her) the truth that is important for us to 
grasp today is that there is a world of difference between the 
principles and spirit of Old World individualism and that 
which we have developed in our own country.” For instance, 
he says that “we have, in fact, a special social system of our 


own,” and “have made it ourselves from materials brought 
in revolt from conditions in Europe.” Beyond this, says Mr. 
Hoover in his book, “we have lived it; we constantly improve 
it; we have seldom tried to define it. It abhors autocracy and 
does not argue with it, but fights it. It is not capitalism, or 
socialism, or syndicalism, nor a cross breed of them.” 

“Like most Americans,’”’ Mr. Hoover refuses “to be damned 
by anybody’s word-classification of it, such as ‘capitalism,’ 
‘plutocracy’, ‘proletariat’ or ‘middle class’, or any other, or to 
any kind of compartment that is based on the assumption of 
some group dominating somebody else.” The social force in 
which he is interested is “far higher and far more precious 
a thing than all these” and “springs from the one source of 
human progress—that each individual shall be given the 
chance and stimulation for development of the best which he 
has been endowed in heart and mind; it is the sole source of 
progress; it is American individualism.” * * * 

Even further, the book adds Mr. Hoover feels that “from 
the instincts of kindness, pity, fealty to family and race; the 
love of liberty; the mystical yearnings for spiritual things; 
the desire for fuller expression of the creative faculties; the 
impulses of service to the community and nation, are moulded 
the ideals of our people. And the most potent force in society 
is its ideals.” On the other hand, he feels that, “true as this 
is, the day has not arrived when any economic or social sys- 
tem will function and last if founded upon altruism alone.” 

Therefore, in his deduction, “we in America have had too 
much experience in life to fool ourselves into pretending that 
all men are equal in ability, in character, in intelligence, in 
ambition. That was part of the claptrap of the French Revo- 
lution. We have grown to understand that all we can hope 
to assure to the individual through government is liberty, 
justice, intellectual welfare, equality of opportunity, and stim- 
ulation to service.” * * * 

As to “the maintenance of productivity and the advance- 
ment of the things of the spirit,’ the book says that he be- 
lieves these to “depend upon the ever-renewed supply from the 
mass of those who can rise to leadership,” and adds: 


“Leadership is a quality of the individual. It is the indi- 
vidual alone who can function in the world of intellect and in 
the field of leadership.” * * * 

“Even so, leadership cannot, no matter how brilliant, carry 
progress far ahead of the average of the mass of individual 
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units. Progress of the nation is the sum of progress in its 
individuals.” * * * 

“Our individualism insists upon the divine in each human 
being. It rests upon the firm faith that the divine spark can 
be awakened in every heart.” Thus, “it was the refusal to 
compromise these things that led to the migration of those 
religious groups who so largely composed our forefathers. 
Our diversified religious faiths are the apotheosis of spiritual 
individualism,” and also “the vast multiplication of voluntary 
organizations for altruistic purposes are themselves proof of 
the ferment of spirituality, service, and mutual responsibil- 
ity.” In fact, “there is developing in our people a new valua- 
tion of individuals and of groups and of nations,” which in 
realty is “a rising vision of service.” * * * 

“Just now,” Mr. Hoover says, “we are weakened by the feel- 
ing of failure of immediate realization of the great ideas and 
hopes that arose through the exaltation of war,” and “the 
amount of serenity and content in the world is smaller.” So, 
he finds, “many men came to believe that salvation lay in 
mass and group action,” and forgot that “permanent spiritual 
progress lies with the individual.” * * * 

“That high and increasing standards of living and comfort 
should be the first of considerations in public mind and in gov- 
ernment needs no apology. We have long since realized that the 
basis of an advancing civilization must be a high and growing 
standard of living for all the people, not for a single class; that 
education, food, clothing, housing and the spreading use of what 
we so often term nonessentials are the real fertilizers of the soil 
from which spring the finer flowers of life. The economic devel- 
opment of the past 50 years has lifted the general standard of 
comfort far beyond the dreams of our forefathers. The only road 
to further advance in the standard of living is by greater inven- 
tion, greater elimination of waste, greater production and better 
distribution of commodities and services, for by increasing their 
ratio to our numbers and dividing them justly we each will have 
more of them.” (Black type ours.) 

In the certainty that “we are confronted with a population 
in such numbers as can only exist by production attuned to a 
pitch in which the slightest reduction of the impulse to pro- 
duce will at once create misery and want,” Mr. Hoover says 
that “if we throttle the fundamental impulses of man, our 
production will decay,” and even now the world is “witnessing 
the most overshadowing tragedy of ten centuries in the heart- 
breaking life-and-death struggle with starvation by a nation 
with 150,000,000 people. In Russia under the new tyranny a 
group, in pursuit of social theories, have destroyed the pri- 
mary self-interest impulse of the individual to production.” 
s+ 


As to American individualism, Mr. Hoover feels it is “only 
in part an economic creed,” which “aims to provide oppor- 
tunity for self-expression, not merely economically, but spir- 
itually as well.” He cites the fact that “private property is 
not a fetich in America,” and “the crushing of the liquor 
trade without a cent of compensation, with scarcely even a 
discussion of it, does not bear out the notion that we give 
property rights any headway over human rights.” Indeed, he 
feels that “our development of individualism shows an in- 
creasing tendency to regard right of property not as an object 
in itself, but in the light of a useful and necessary instrument 
in stimulation of initiative to the individual; not only stimu- 
lation to him that he may gain personal comfort, security in 
life, protection to his family, but also because individual ac- 
cumulation and ownership is a basis of selection to leadership 
in administration of the tools of industry and commerce.” “It 
is where dominant private property is assembled in the hands 
of the groups who control the state that the individual begins 
to feel capital as an oppressor,” Mr. Hoover asserts, and “our 
American demand for equality of opportunity is a constant 
militant check upon capital becoming a thing to be feared.” 
But, he warns, “out of fear we sometimes even go too far and 
stifle the reproductive use of capital by crushing the initia- 
tive that makes for its creation.” * * * 

First saying that “the number of leaders in local and na- 
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tional life whose opportunity to service and leadership came 
through these associations has become now of more impor- 
tance than those through the direct lines of political and re- 
ligious organization,” Mr. Hoover adds that “at times, these 
groups come into sharp conflict and often enough charge each 
other with crimes against public interest,” and continues: 


“They do contain faults; if they develop into warring in- 
terests, if they dominate legislators and intimidate public 
officials, if they are to be a new setting of tyranny, then they 
will destroy the foundation of individualism. Our Govern- 
ment will then drift into the hands of timorous mediocrities 
dominated by groups until we shall become a syndicalist na- 
tion on a gigantic scale.” * * * 


From experience and observation Mr. Hoover thinks that: 
“Today business organization is moving strongly toward co- 
operation. There are in the cooperatives great hopes that we 
can even gain in individuality, equality of opportunity, and 
an enlarged field for initiative, and atthe same time reduce 
many of the great wastes of over-reckless competition in pro- 
duction and distribution. Cooperation in its current economic 
sense,” he says, “represents the initiative of self-interest 
blended with a sense of service, for nobody belongs to a co- 
operative who is not striving to sell his products or services 
for more or striving to buy from others for less or striving to 
make his income more secure.” A little further on, he asserts: 


“With the enormous shift in growth to industry and com- 
merce we have erected organisms that each generation has 
denounced as Frankensteins, yet the succeeding generation 
proves them to be controllable and useful. The growth of cor- 
porate organizations, of our banking systems, of our railways, 
of our electrical power, of our farm cooperatives, of our trade 
unions, of our trade associations, and of a hundred others 
indeed develops both beneficent and malign forces. The timid 
become frightened. But our basic social ideas march through 
the new things in the end. Our demagogues, of both radical 
and standpat breed, thrive on demands for the destruction of 
one or another of these organizations as the only solution for 
their defects, yet progress requires only a guardianship of the 
vital principles of our individualism with its safeguard of 
true equality of opportunity in them. * * * 


“To curb the forces in business which would destroy equality 
of opportunity and yet to maintain the initiative and creative 
faculties of our people are the twin objects we must attain. To 
preserve the former we must regulate that type of activity that 
would dominate. To preserve the latter, the Government must 
keep out of production and distribution of commodities and ser- 
vices. This is the dead line between our system and socialism. 
Regulation to prevent domination and unfair practices, yet pre- 
serving rightful initiative, are in keeping with our social founda- 
tions. Nationalization of industry and business is their nega- 
tion.” (Black type ours.) * * * 


Mr. Hoover finds that “moral standards of business and 
commerce are improving; vicious city governments are less 
in number; invisible government has greatly diminished ; pub- 
lie conscience is penetrating deeper and deeper; the rooting 
up of wrong grows more vigorous; the agencies for their ex- 
posure and remedy grow more numerous, and above all is the 
growing sense of service.” * * * Reverting then to individual- 
ism, he points out that: 


“Individualism has been the primary force of American 
civilization for three centuries. It is our sort of individualism 
that has supplied the motivation of America’s political, eco- 
nomic, and spiritual institutions in all these years. It has 
proved its ability to develop its institutions with the changing 
scene. Our very form of government is the product of the in- 
dividualism of our people, the demand for an equal oppor- 
tunity, for a fair chance. * * * 

“Our individualism is rooted in our very nature. It is based 
on conviction born of experience. Equal opportunity, the de 
mand for a fair chance, became the formula of American in- 
dividualism, because it is the method of American achieve- 
ment. * * * 

“Salvation will not come to us out of the wreckage of in- 
dividualism. What we need today is steady devotion to a 
better, brighter, broader individualism—an individualism that 
earries increasing responsibility and service to our fellows. 
Our need is not for a way out but for a way forward. We 
found our way out three centuries ago when our forefathers 
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left Europe for these shores, to set up here a commonwealth 
conceived in liberty and dedicated to the development of in- 
dividuality.” 

For solution of “the failures and unsolved problems of eco- 
nomic and social life,” Mr. Hoover says: 

“The solution is a matter of will to find solution; of a sense 
or duty as well as of a sense of right and citizenship. No one 
who buys ‘bootleg’ whiskey can complain of gunmen and hood- 
lumism.” (Black type ours.) 

“Humanity has a long road to perfection,” says Mr. Hoover, 
“but we of America can make sure progress if we will pre- 
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serve our individualism, if we will preserve and stimulate the 
initiative of our people, if we will build up our insistence and 
safeguards to equality of opportunity, if we will glorify ser- 
vice as a part of our national character.” Then: “Progress 
will march if we hold an abiding faith in the intelligence, the 
initiative, the character, the courage, and the divine touch in 
the individual. We can safeguard these ends if we give to 
each individual that opportunity for which the spirit of 
America stands. We can make a social system as perfect as 
our generation merits and one that will be received in grati- 
tude by our children.” 





Production of Electricity and Consumption of Fuels 


by Public-Utility Power Plants in 1928. 


SOUTH’S ELECTRICAL OUTPUT INCREASED SINCE 


1927 BY 16 PER CENT AS COMPARED 


WITH 8 PER CENT GAIN FOR THE REST OF THE COUNTRY—IMPROVEMENT IN 
UTILIZATION OF FUEL BY PUBLIC UTILITIES CONTINUED LAST YEAR. 


Preliminary figures of the total annual production of elec- 
tricity by public utility power plants in the United States 
indicate an output of 87,851,000,000 kilowatt-hours in 1928, 
an increase of nearly 10 per cent over the output for 1927. 
More than 17,904,014,000 kilowatt-hours of electricity was 
produced in the Southern states in 1928, an increase of nearly 
16 per cent compared with 1927. This is nearly double the 
percentage of increase in the rest of the country. 

Water power was used in the country as a whole to gen- 
erate 34,747,000,000 kilowatt-hours, or about 40 per cent of 
the total output. Water power has generated more than one- 
third of the electricity produced by public-utility power 
plants every year from 1919 to 1928. During the past four 
years the output by water power has increased more rapidly 
than the output by fuel power, and in 1928 the output would 
have been more than the 40 per cent attained but for the 
abnormally dry weather in the latter part of the year, which 
reduced the water supply of the streams used for power. 

The amount of electricity generated by the use of fuels 
was 53,104,000,000 kilowatt-hours, or 60 per cent of the total. 
Of this amount, coal was used in the generation of 88 per 
cent, gas 7 per cent, oil 4 per cent and wood less than 1 
per cent. 

Public-utility companies and their power-plant 
were again successful in increasing the efficiency in 
utilization of fuels in the generation of electricity. 
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amount of electricity generated by the use of fuels in 1928 
was 5.5 per cent more than in 1927. The amount of fuel 
consumed, however, was only 1.1 per cent more than in 1927. 
Increase in output was therefore five times as much as the 
increase in the amount of fuel consumed. Average rate of 
fuel consumption for the entire United States in 1927 was 
1.84 pounds of coal per kilowatt-hour; in 1928 the rate was 
reduced to 1.76 pounds, a reduction of 0.08 pound, or about 
11%, ounces, per kilowatt-hour. This small saving per kilo- 
watt-hour in generating the 53,000,000,000 kilowatt-hours of 
fuel-generated electricity, however, amounted to 2,120,000 
tons in the year, which is equivalent to about $8,000,000. In 
1919 the average rate of coal consumption in generating elec- 
tricity was 3.2 pounds per kilowatt-hour. The rate of 1.76 
pounds for 1928 is therefore very close to half the 1919 rate. 
If coal had been consumed by electric public utilities at the 
rate of 3.2 pounds per kilowatt-hour in 1928 the increase in 
fuel consumption would have been about 38,000,000 tons, 
representing about $150,000,000. 

A final report which will give the total output of each 
state for 1928 will be issued some time in April and wil! 
include revisions of previously published figures due to the 
receipt of data after the release of the monthly reports upon 
which the foregoing is based. Revisions for the most part 
are slight, and changes in the totals for the entire United 
States are generallly only small percentages.

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Great Increase in Louisiana’s Electric 
Power Industry. 


The total output of electric current in the state of Loui- 
Ssiana in 1927, as reported to the Department of Commerce, 
was 634,594,420 kilowatt hours, an increase of 1116.7 per cent 
as compared with 52,156,221 kilowatt hours generated in 1922. 
During the same period the generator capacity increased 
from 32,838 kilowatts to 207,542 kilowatts, or 532 per cent. 
Marked increases are shown also for the horsepower of steam 
turbines and internal-combustion engines in use as prime 
movers. 

Statistics given in this report do not include data for power 
plants operated solely for the purpose cf supplying current 
for the operation of electric railways. 

The 51 electric light and power establishments reported 
from Louisiana for 1927 comprised 17 commercial and 34 
municipal establishments. The word “establishment” refers 
to ownership or control; consequently in many cases a com- 
mercial establishment represents two or more generating 
stations or distribution systems. The corresponding figures 
for 1922 were as follows: Total, 81; commercial, 37; muni- 
cipal, 44. The decrease in the number of commercial estab- 
lishments during the five-year period, representing the net 
result of a gain of 15 and a loss of 35, is due to the central- 
ization of ownership or control and the absorption of inde- 
pendent generating stations accompanying the extension of 
transmission lines. The decrease from 44 to 34 in the number 
of municipal plants is due to the abandonment of municipal 
generating stations and the acquisition of municipal distribu- 
tion lines by commercial systems,

$38.000,000 of New Capital in Alabama. 


sirmingham, Ala., February 23—[Special.]—With a capital 
investment of over $38,000,000, employment to be given to 
8500 people, payrolls to be distributed amounting annually 
to $7,800,000, 38 plants with 19 major industries involved 
were located in 24 Alabama communities in 1928, according 
to a report of the new industries division of the Alabama 
Power Company. Diversity in the location of the new enter- 
prises is a feature of Alabama’s industrial expansion for the 
year, the report states, all sections of the state, and small 
towns as well as the larger cities, being represented. 

Many different products, including several not heretofore 
made in Alabama, will be manufactured by the 38 new plants. 
Chief among them are braid and ribbon, fine cotton goods, 
cotton bags, broad silks, work shirts, copper wire, rubber 
tires and goods, furniture, kraft paper and bags, condensed 
milk, electric stoves, fuller’s earth, enamelware, dairy prod- 
ucts, rubber tile and building stone. Increased activity in the 
building supply trades and industries is looked for, employ- 
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ment will be given to a large number of skilled and unskilled 
workers and early increase, running into thousands, in the 
population of the various communities affected is looked for 
by the power company. Agriculture will benefit from the 
new payrolls, and aiso the kraft paper mills will spend large 
sums with Alabama farmers for pine cord wood, and the 
newly established condensery will purchase $1,000,000 or 
more of milk, 

Prospects for industrial expansion in 1929 are said by engi- 
neers of the power company’s new industries division to be 
exceptionally bright.

IMMENSE STRUCTURE NOW UNDER WAY TO BE A MAJOR LINK IN NORTH AND SOUTH 
BOUND TRAFFIC—14,000 FEET LONG, WITH A MAXIMUM HEIGHT OF 150 FEET.

The Foundation Company, in January of this year, com- 
pleted the sub-structure at Charleston, S. C., for one of the 
largest bridges ever built on the South Atlantic Coast. The 
bridge forms one of the major links in another and shorter 
route from the North to Florida, and will open a territory 
adjacent to Charleston which has not heretofore been readily 
accessible. It is unique in that it is a highway structure 
crossing Charleston harbor, a distance of 1.6 miles, at a 
maximum elevation of over 150 feet above mean high water 
thus affording the motorist a most unusual scenic highway. 

Total length of the bridge is approximately 14,000 feet. It 
consists of a viaduct approach on the Charleston side 2085 
feet in length, spans Town Creek with a 600-foot clear can- 
tilever structure, crosses Drum Island on a viaduct 1970 feet 
long and spans the Cooper River with five 270-foot deck 
trusses, two 450-foot anchor arms and one 1050-foot canti- 
lever. This cantilever span affords a clear opening of 1000 
feet at the Cooper River Channel and is the fifth longest 
in the world. The remainder of the approach consists of a 
viaduct structure and a fill which connects with State High- 
way Department Road Route 40, on the Mount Pleasant side. 

Construction of the bridge was divided into three contracts. 
The Hillyer Company, Jacksonville, Fla., was contractor for 
the sub-structures of the approaches and viaduct section 
across Drum Island. The Foundation Company was con- 
tractor for the sub-structures across Town Creek and Cooper 
River, the deep water work. Erection of all super-structure 
was handled by the McClintic-Marshall Company. 

This article deals with the contract of the Foundation 
Company, namely, the construction of the Piers No. 1 through 
No. 13, inclusive. The work included six piers constructed 


by the pneumatic caisson process, and seven by the open cof- | 


ferdam method. The shafts of the piers varied in height, 
reaching a maximum of 134 feet above mean low water. The 
pneumatic caisson piers were carried to a maximum depth 
of 100 feet below mean low water. These piers were located 
by a system of triangulation with base lines on Drum Island 


and the Mount Pleasant shore. Credit is due the field forces 
of Waddell & Hardesty, engineers of this project, for their 
accurate and timely location of the piers. 

Work entailed in the construction of the sub-structure con- 
sisted in the placing of 39,400 yards of concrete, 2,000,000 feet 
of lumber, 470 tons of reinforcing steel, disposal of excavated 
material, and the water transportation of men and materials 
over a distance of approximately one and three-quarter miles. 


Work was started by the contractors May 21, 1928; the 
last pier was topped out January 21, 1929—a period of eight 
months, 245 days, probably a record for this class of work. 

Following is a description of the piers in detail: 

Piers No. 1 and No. 4 are the anchor piers of the cantilever 
span across Town Creek. These were constructed by the open 
cofferdam, single sheet pile method using Larsen Section II 
steel sheeting. Ground level at these piers was practically 
mean high tide. The cofferdams were excavated to a depth 
of 25 feet below mean low water. Bearing piles were driven 
with a 9-B McKiernan-Terry steam hammer and the concrete 
seal deposited under water by means of the treamie method. 
Above this point the concrete base and pier shaft were poured 
in the dry. 

At Pier 2 a pneumatic caisson 28 by 58 feet was sunk. The 
caisson for this pier and all other pneumatic piers was framed 
of wood with steel cutting edge and the reinforcing was 
placed before launching. After being towed to the site and 
placed in its guide frame, concrete was poured and the coffer- 
dam built up as the caisson was sunk. Bracing of the coffer- 
dam was a combination of wood and steel, owing to the 
necessity for building it of sufficient strength to withstand 
a head varying from 40 to 47 feet after dewatering. 

The pneumatic caisson was sunk to a distance of 90 feet 
below mean low water, at which point the cutting edge was 
firmly embedded in the marl. ‘The intensity of the load 
allowed on the marl was approximately seven tons per square 
foot. For this reason, the excavation was carried 10 feet 
below the cutting edge, belling out a distance of 4 feet around

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the perimeter, thus procuring the required bearing area. 
Belling out in the marl, under the caisson at the channel 
piers, formed one of the unique and difficult features of the 
job. There is nothing unusual in belling out under the cutting 
edge of a caisson, but this has usually been dene after landing 
the caisson on rock, In this instance, however, the properties 
of marl being unknown and the skin friction of over-lying

material (silt) being of slight value, made the work of a 
hazardous nature. 

At this and the other channel piers, during the belling out 
operation, the load of the caisson which had been concreted 
to a height of 50 feet above the cutting edge, was sustained 
by timber cribbing or concrete under-pinning, with an addi- 
tional factor of safety in the uplift due to the air pressure. 

The bottom of the shaft at this and all other channel piers, 
started at elevation minus 40. At the base of the shaft it 
measured 21 by 45 feet and under the coping it was 10 by 3 
feet. The tops of the piers are at an elevation of 154 feet 
above mean low water. They were constructed of reinforced 
concrete, having a hollow center core for approximately the 
full height. Concrete for these high pier shafts was placed 
by a floating derrick having a 130-foot steel boom. 

Pier 3 was located on the edge of the Town Creek Channel 
close to Drum Island. The dimensions of the pier were the 
same as those of Pier 2. All other construction details were 


similar to those previously described for Pier 2. An unfore- 


seen difliculty, however, was encountered in the sinking of 
this pier. After the caisson had been sunk to a depth of 30 
feet below mean low water, eye trouble made its appearance 
in the sand hog gangs. This was very shortly followed by 


complete prostration of numbers of the men, so much so that 
the work was practically stopped. The trouble was found 
to be due to the presence of hydrogen sulphide (H.S) gas.

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handled, Pier 7 was compieted within schedule time, At Pier 
10, however, shortly after air had been put on the caisson 
and the sand hog operations begun, the cutting edge on the 
west side of the caisson landed on a pile, throwing the box 
towards the east with an inclination of 26 degrees to the 
vertical. ‘This stopped the sinking until the caisson was 
righted. As the cutting edge of the caisson had shifted 8 
feet out of position, it was necessary to remove some of the 
concrete load. In addition, the righting operation was as- 
sisted by means of cables and heavy steamboat ratchets 
carried back to Pier 9, the cofferdam for which had been 
completed at this time. The righting operation consumed a 
period of three weeks. The caisson was once more fitted up 
for “air,” sinking operations were resumed and the caisson 
landed in its proper position in ten days time. 

Piers 8 and 9 are the channel piers on the Cooper River 
side. They are the largest pneumatic caissons on the job, 
with dimensions 30 by 70 feet. These caissons were sunk to 
an elevation of minus 66 for caisson No. 8 and minus 76 for 
caisson No. 9, below mean low water, being belled out below 
the cutting edge in the same manner as Piers 2 and 3. The 
pier shafts were built to an elevation of plus 131 feet. Depth 
of water at Pier 8 at low water was 25 feet, at Pier 9 it was 
40 feet. 

All materials entering into the work were routed through 
the contractor’s yard located south of Pier 2, on Town Creek. 
A dock 700 feet in length, together with standard railroad 
trackage, facilitated the handling of the large quantities of 
material involved. Sand and gravel were unloaded directly 
from bottom dump cars on to lighters from a trestle, which 
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was carried out over the dock front. These cars were han- 
died by an 18-ton dinky locomotive, At this dock front was 
located also the launchways on which were built the timber 
caissons. Building of the caissons was handled by a long 
boom derrick, a portable high pressure compressor furnishing 
air for the wood boring tools. At this caisson yard, were 
built all forms for the pier shafts. 

Concrete for Piers 1 and 2 was handled by means of a con- 
crete tower plant, consisting of a Lakewood steel tower, a 
one yard Smith mixer and a 75-foot boom derrick with a 
three drum hoisting engine. The aggregate was loaded into 
overhead hoppers and fed into the mixer by Blaw-Knox 
batchers. 

All the other concrete on the work was poured by a floating 
mixer plant, which was erected on a 30 by 110-foot lighter. 
It had a 65-foot tower, l-yard gasoline driven Lakewood 
mixer, 70-ton Blaw-Knox steel bins and inundator equipment, 
75-foot boom derrick with a 3-drum engine and individual 
boom swinger and pumps for fresh water as well as 90 
horsepower locomotive type boiler. 

For the pneumatic caissons a floating compressor plant was 
installed on a concrete lighter 33 by 112 by 13% feet. Equip- 
ment consisted of three 1200-foot low pressure air compres- 
sors, two high pressure compressors, three large jetting 
pumps, a 13-kilowatt generating outfit, as well as 425 horse- 
power boiler capacity. 

In addition to the foregoing, three single boom derrick 
boats and one double boom derrick boat were on the work. 
For pumping out the cofferdams, a separate unit consisting 
of a 100 horsepower boiler on a lighter was used. In addition, 
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the contractor used some 15 lighters for handling sand and 


gravel, cement, steel piling and timber. The sand hogs were 
quartered on a house boat, which also carried the medical 
lock. For the transportation of materials, as well as the 
shifting of the floating equipment, two company tugs were 
used. During the peak of operations, however, it was neces- 
sary to supplement these with local tug boat facilities. 

All the larger caissons were equipped with two material 
shafts and one man shaft. On these were the company’s 
Moran type of air lock, 

The amount of equipment installed at the work enabled the 
contractor to have three major operations going on at the

same time; the compressed air work, the open cofferdam 
sections and the building up of the pier shafts. 

The work was carried on by the Southern organization of 
the Foundation Company, who have maintained offices at 
Atlanta for the past 10 years. Alexander Allaire is district 
manager; Harry Englander, superintendent; Frank Keller, 
general foreman, and R. E. McCarthy, night superintendent. 

The engineers, Waddell & Hardésty, were represented by 
C. K. Allen, resident engineer, and H. W. Knox, assistant 
engineer.

J. E. Sirrine & Co., Greenville, S. C., consulting engineers 
on the project, with Emmett S. Killibrew, of Albany, Ga., en- 
gineer, advise that construction work is in excellent shape to 
show good progress in the near future.

To Promote Farm Electrification in Virginia. 


Plans for the electrification of rural Virginia have been 
discussed by representatives of state departments, farm or- 
ganizations and power companies, and machinery may be 
provided through which farmers can obtain an extension 
financed by the power company serving their areas, on a three- 
year contract. Two per cent per month of the cost of the 
extension is under consideration, this having proved workable 
in other places. The expense of the extension is computed 
at $1200 to $3000 a mile; thus, under a cost of $1500, the 
cost of service would be $30 a month, which, if divided among 
half a dozen customers, would be reduced to $5 each. On 
behalf of the Virginia Electric and Power Company, President 
William E. Wood said that it is studying the subject and will 
do all in its power to simplify the farm electrification 
program.

The Gould Street power plant of the Consolidated Gas Elec- 
tric Light & Power Company in Baltimore must delight the 
heart of any engineer trained to appreciate the peculiar fea 
tures of design of its equipment. They embody just about 
the latest ideas and the best known methods for converting 
the latent energy of coal into electric power with a minimum 
of loss. Since only about 30 per cent of the coal’s energy can 
be sent out over the wires, the effort to conserve it is in- 
tense, and the equipment that best accomplishes this purpose 
is that which is most beautiful in the eyes of the engineers 
of the power industry. 

The Gould Street Station was built to burn pulverized coal. 
When I went through it my guide, Mr. Newman, who is the 
superintendent of the plant, started me at the bottom floor, 
where the ashes come down. There were no ashes in sight, 
as they fall into completely closed compartments and are 
washed down by streams of water. 

On the next level above, we came to what Mr. Newman told 
me was a unique feature of the plant, the first boilers built for 
power generation, that were large enough to operate, singly, 
48,000 horsepower generators. The plant is designed for an 
ultimate installation of four units and one spare boiler, each 
unit consisting of one furnace, boiler, turbine and generator, 
each generator having a capacity of 36,000 kilowatts or 48,000 
horsepower. Two such units are already in service. 

In this plant a furnace is a huge affair, almost a cube, 
something like 25 feet on a side of clear space, inside mea- 


surement. The burners, of which there are 16, enter in a 
row at the top, close to one side, They are fan-shaped, and 
are fed by 6-inch pipes, which come straight down from the 
pulverized coal storage bunkers over the boilers. The pul- 
verized coal from the bunkers is fed into these pipes by a 
screw feeder. Air from a fan blows the coal through the 
burners, with the result that it burns in great jets like gas 
or oil. 

The flames spurt straight down, being mixed with more 
air that is blown in through vents in the grille-like front wall 
along which the burners are ranged. This wall, like the other 
three, is sheathed outside with steel plate. The front wall 
is honeycombed with horizontal air ducts, which supply the 
vents with the blast of preheated air mentioned above, and 
which supplements that coming in through the burners -with 
the coal. Across the bottom of the furnace is a screen of 
4-inch water tubes, connected with the boiler. These tubes 
take up the heat that would otherwise be thrown down on the 
ashes that collect beneath them, and thus keep them from 
fusing mto a solid clinker. These ashes, by the way, are 
different from those produced on a grate, being very much 
like sea-sand in size, uniformity and general appearance. They 
represent the almost perfect combustion of the powdered coal. 

Mr. Newman gave me a green-glass shield and opened the 
small peep holes in different sections of the furnace, so that 
I could wateh the play of the flames. From the side with the 
grilled air vents the flaming jets are blown across the bottom

screen. On the opposite side they mount upwards, describing 
thus a U-shape that fills the open space of the furnace, and 
combustion is complete before they reach the main boiler 
tubes overhead. This design permits combustion to be com- 
pleted in a space of intense heat, thus reducing smoke to a 
minimum, Only the hot gases come into contact with the 
overhead tubes. 

While the front wall of the furnace is provided with ducts 
and a grill work for the air blast, the other three sides are 
completely faced with a single layer of 4-inch water tubes 
which, like those of the bottom screen, part of the 
boiler. This construction the purpose 
of catching heat on all sides, preventing loss of 
heat through furnace wall, and of prevent- 
ing the fusing of the fire brick by the 
high temperature. But the main 
part of the boiler is over- 
head.

it is in Baltimore, is not fit for use in those boiler tubes, and 
all boiler water is first distilled, to prevent scale. 

The quantities of coal consumed, and steam produced, in 
one of these boilers when operating at full blast are difficult 
to grasp. In one hour of capacity operation, one of these 
boilers will consume 24 tons of coal, and will produce 520,000 
pounds of steam. Continuous operation at that rate for 24 
hours would consume 576 tons. And that coal is compietely 
consumed. For speed of combustion within a limited space, I 
should say ‘that would rank pretty high. Also, when it is 
considered that within those boiler tubes 12,480,000 pounds of 
water would be converted into steam in 24 hours of such 
operation, it is readily understood why that water must be 
entirely free from scale-forming minerals. 

The condensing system, which returns the exhaust steam 
to the feed-water systems, attains a high degree of efficiency ; 
only about 2 per cent of the total amount of steam used is 
lost. What engineers call a “bleeder system” on the turbine 
takes a little of the steam at a temperature of about 375 
degrees direct from the turbine to heat this water after con- 
densation and send it to the boiler at a temperature of 
365 degrees; under pressure, of course, as otherwise it would 
be steam. 

There are two reasons for putting this plant on the harbor. 
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One of them is the necessity for immense quantities of water 
for the condenser. Two pumps send 40,000 gallons of harbor 
water per minute through the condenser. A stream of 40,000 
gallons per minute amounts to roughly 20,000,000 pounds, or 
10,000 tons, per hour. This is the amount of condenser water 
necessary for a plant that can only burn 48 tons of coal per 
hour, and shows, by the way, why steam-electric plants are 
so seldom built at or near the mines. 

Since the coal mines are generally remote from both ade-

quate sources of water and markets for the while 
lurge power markets always either grow up about, or else 
provide themselves with abundant water supplies, it is cheaper 
to haul coal to the markets for power, where condensing 
water may be had, than to take the water to the mines and 
then transmit the power for long distances to the markets. 

With the forced draft used in these furnaces, the great 
expansion due to heat and the very rapid liberation of gases 
of combustion, it is necessary to maintain a strong induced 
draft, or suction, in the stack, as otherwise there would be 
a tremendous rush of flame and smoke from every peep-hole 
and other opening. This draft maintains a suction on all of 
these ports. Incidentally, it takes the place of natural draft. 
and nearly all the heat that would otherwise be needed to 
create a draft in the stack is used for preheating the air for 


power, 


combustion. 

One of the most interesting spots in the plant, when Mr. 
Newman explained it, was the control board that he called 
the heart of the station. It showed the extraordinary degree 
of flexibility of a modern steam plant, one of the reasons for 
its economy. 

The entire plant is operated automatically. The coal con- 
veyor, the fan that blows the air and coal in through the 
burners and the fan that provides the air blast for the 
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grilled front wall are co-ordinated so that the right amount 
of air will be provided for perfect combustion. The big fan 
that draws off the gases of combustion must be so co-ordi- 
nated with these others, as at all times to maintain suction 
on the furnace, 

Not only are the fans, together with the screw conveyor 
supplying the coal, perfectly and automatically co-ordinated, 
but their speed of operation is immediately and perfectly 
responsive to the demand for electric energy. 

Suppose a freight train is wrecked on the electrified Balti- 
more and Ohio lines through the city; powerful electric en- 
gines and electrically-operated wrecking cranes and other 
equipment are rushed to the scene. The load on the Gould 
Street station shoots up. The generators take more steam to 
meet the demand, and the steam pressure falls as steam is 
used more rapidly. At the slightest drop in steam pressure, 
the whole co-ordinated system of fans and conveyor speeds 
up. More coal is burned per minute; more air is provided 
and a stronger induced draft is provided to draw off the 
burned gasses. The steam pressure is maintained in spite of 
the more rapid rate of consumption. Eventually, the unusual 
peak load is passed, and the demand drops rapidly. The 
steam pressure begins to rise. Immediately the rate of all 
the fans and of the coal conveyor is slowed down, and the 
pressure is maintained at the even level. 

As a matter of fact, this regulation is incessant. The load 
never remains constant for 15 minutes on a stretch, and as I 
stood at the panel a wheel and pointer on a dial moved 
almost constantly, first one way, speeding up slightly; then 
the other, slowing down. Every change in the load on the 
street car system, in the demand from factories and from 
the homes of the city, is felt and immediately responded to 
by that sensitive control system. 

I mentioned the fact that the demand for condenser water 
was one of the two reasons for locating the plant on deep 
water. The other was, of course, to bring in coal by water. 
The company has its own coal barges. A coaling tower un- 
loads them. and a breaker crushes the coal to a size that will 
pass through a 114 inch screen, From here it is carried by a 
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belt conveyor to the secondary crusher house, where it is fed 
to a high-speed crusher mill. The next operation is the 
removal of all tramp iron by a magnetic pulley, whence it 
goes to the raw coal bunker at the top of the preparation 
plant. This plant is described in Baltimore Gas and Electric 
News as follows: 


“The coal is now ready for drying and pulverizing. Under- 
neath the outlets of the raw coal bunker are cast-iron steam 
heated dryer grids over which the coal is passed to the 
grinding mills. These mills are the type generally used for 
grinding tale, cement, or other similar materials, and pul- 
verize the coal so that all will pass through a 50-mesi sieve 
and at least 65 per cent will pass through a 200-mesh sieve, 
As indicated previously, this fineness is of the consistency of 
flour, as particles passing 200-mesh will be smaller than 1/400 
of an inch across. 

“As the coal is pulverized in these mills, it is lifted by air 
to cyclone separators and from these it flows to hoppers 
above the transport pumps. These pumps are a comparatively 
new development. Fundamentally they consist of a_ high- 
speed screw, at the discharge end of which screw compressed 
air from suitable nozzles picks up the coal stream, and the 
fuel and air so combined flow into a 6-inch pipe to the points 
of discharge, which in this case are the powdered fuel 
bunkers over the boilers in the main plant. It might be 
interesting to note at this point that in an experimental in- 
stallation it has been possible to handle powdered material 
through a pipe line over a mile long. 


“At Gould Street two fuel lines have been installed, each 
having a maximum capacity of approximately 40 tons of fuel 
per hour.”

I confidently look forward to the general 
adoption of concrete runways in airports throughout the 
country.” 
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Is the Country’s Prosperity Endangered by the 
Federal Reserve Board?

The Federal Reserve Board has issued another warning 
but it has not dared to raise the rate. 

There have been so many efforts to block or destroy the 
continuing prosperity of our United States that it seems 
imperative to make some answer to the current delusions so 
frequently exploited in the daily press and on the floor of 
Congress by pseudo-economists, pawn-broking bankers and 
demagogic Senators. The action of the board has given these 
delusions a standing, entirely unwarranted by the facts. 

It is claimed that speculation in the stock market has 
deprived and is depriving legitimate business of much needed 
funds, and that the large rise in the total of brokers’ loans is 
due to an appreciation in the price of stocks in the New York 
market because of speculation and a wrongful or uneconomic 
use of bank credit. 

Now neither of these claims is true and the falsity of them 
could be quickly demonstrated if the board would call for a 
list of the collateral that is security for the five billion dollars 
of brokers’ loans; the amount of which it complains. The 
Senator from Alabama would be surprised to discover that 
one of the largest items in brokers’ loans are the still undis- 
tributed securities of the public utility companies engaged in 
the development of his own state. 

One of the greatest obstacles to success in the case of the 
small proposition, whether it be industrial or a public utility, 
has always been the cost of financing. The original con- 
struction is always expensive, and the cost of extensions and 
betterments is always high. For 30 years the small public 
utilities that have grown up all over our United States have 
been compelled to pay six per cent when the New York and 
Chicago rates were five. They have been compelled to pay 
seven per cent when the current rate in the money centers was 
only six, and, what was most important, they have had to 
pay from five to ten per cent commission on the principal 
raised, to float their securities, where the big companies es- 
caped with two and one-half per cent down to one. Many 
such companies paid as high as 25 per cent for financing. 
As these small companies have been taken over by the big 
holding companies or consolidated into single large companies 
this saving in the cost of financing, while the earnings of the 
local business have mounted through increase of population 
and use, has added enormously to the capital value of such 
properties. At the same time they have added to the pros- 
perity of the communities served by giving good credit to the 
local company, while economies both in the cost of financing 
and operation, have made possible reductions in the price of 
service or output. 

The movement toward consolidation both of industries and 
publie utilities has continued. In the past two years more 
than seventeen billion dollars of properties scattered over the 
country have been bought, consolidated, recapitalized and 
their securities floated, in what is substantially the New York 
market. Much of this has been listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange and most of it has passed through brokers’ loans. 
Yet in spite of the fact that this seventeen billion dollars has 
been distributed throughout the country to the owners of the 
properties bought and consolidated, the brokers’ loans carry- 
ing the still undistributed balance of this seventeen billions 


of new securities, have increased only two billion dollars, or 
less than one-eighth of the cost of the properties bought. 


This process of purchase and consolidation and the scatter- 
ing of money all over the United States has been and still is 
one of the largest influences in the widespread prosperity of 
our country. 

Now for every buyer there must be a seller and the sums 
received, must equal the sums paid. In no possible mannei 
can such transactions diminish the supply of money in the 
country. If the seller again becomes a buyer there must 
have been another seller, and the funds of buyer and seller 
tnust balance each other, and it is quite apparent from the 
diminution of the floating supply of the older and better 
seasoned stocks that much of the seventeen billions paid out 
in the purchase of the individual industries and utilities has 
come back into the market and been spent in purchases for 
investment. 

As I write I have the record before me. In the month of 
December, 1928, new financing of the character just described 
reached the record amount of over one billion dollars, This 
has been followed by a new record for the month of January, 
1929, of one billion, two hundred and fifty millions more, 
while the single day’s offerings of February 14 amounted to 
$182,000,000, of which at least one-half was for public utility 
companies seeking to meet the demands for service in their 
prosperous communities. 

During the month of January, while this new record of 
financing for public improvements and betterments was being 
made, the rediscounts as reported by the Federal Reserve 
banks actually dropped $300,000,000, while the bank took 
another $100,000,000 out of the money supply by the sale of 
bills and Government securities. Plainly, the new financing 
is not being done at the cost of new demands made on the 
Irederal Reserve System. The thing that causes brokers’ 
loans to increase is not speculation but new financing. Let 
new financing stop and your brokers’ loans will gradually 
drop as the new securities are distributed among the investors. 


The Federal Reserve Board contended that the large stock 
of gold held in this country would cause inflation. When it 
became apparent that the gold held here was in fact simply 
in storage and was not being used as the basis of any expan- 
sion of credit, conditions were then brought about that 
forced the export of $500,000,000 in gold. 

While this gold has been shipped abroad it is in fact still 
owned by United States interests and can be recalled at any 
time that normal conditions in the money market are per- 
mitted to prevail. It has been coming back in quantities in 
spite of their efforts to keep it abroad, and the recent collu- 
sive action of the Federal Reserve Board with the Bank of 
England is the last desperate attempt to keep this gold abroad 
and prevent American investors from realizing the true 
financial condition attained by this country. The truth is 
that no credit had been based on the gold exported, and con- 
sequently its export had no effect upon the supply of credit 
here and we still have a billion and a half of gold which is 
similarly stored that has as yet been absolutely unused as 
far as credit is concerned. 

Having failed to break the market by the export of gold 
the Reserve Board threatens to sell its holdings of Govern- 
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ment securities. What for? Will money looking for specula- 
tive profits buy Government securities? Certainly not. With 
the current artificial rates of which investors are taking ad- 
vantage the market will refuse to take Government securities 
with their low income return, and the only result of such 
action by the board will be a break in Government bond prices 
which will add to the difficulties of treasury financing and 
the treasury is this year facing the problem of paying or 
refunding upwards of three billions. The bulletins issued by 
some of the largest banks have been quite revealing. They 
claim that the thousands of scattered money-lenders now 
supplying the call money market with funds have no sense 
of responsibility for price stability. The truth is that there 
can be no concerted action among such independent lenders 
as there has been in times past among the bankers, to call 
loans for the express purpose of depressing prices and shak- 
ing out so-called “weak holders,’ The present situation is 
one where a much higher average of ethics obtains than in 
the old days when the banks themselves controlled the call 
money market. 

For years the banks have protested against paying interest 
on deposits. Grudgingly they have allowed small amounts 
like two per cent, which they grant to other banks, on large 
deposits. They have even attempted to secure legislation 
making it illegal to pay interest on deposits. It is ridiculous 
to pretend that it is fair to the owners of money to compel 
them to deposit their money in banks and receive nothing or 
® small percentage thereon while the banks are permitted to 
lend at whatever the market can be compelled to pay and 
retain the difference as compensation for their pretended 
services to the market. 

Why do they assume that the loans of outside funds are 
for purely speculative purposes? Such loans are no more for 
speculative purposes than are the loans made by the banks 
themselves. It is the foolish action of the banks apparently 
incited thereto by the managers of the Federal Reserve 
Board, that has invited these outsiders into the money mar- 
ket. First, they refused to pay depositors a fair rate on 
balances; and, secondly, they called loans and forced the 
interest rate high enough to make it worthwhile for the large 
depositors to withdraw their funds and lend for their own 
account, 

This whole movement is an attempt to drive the indepen- 
dent money back into the banks and it must fail because the 
position of the banks is selfish and so absolutely unfair to the 
owners of the money. 

Treasurers of corporations and other business men of large 
means who are making these outside loans are simply at- 
tempting to make their money earn what it is worth, and 
it is quite certain that the industry and trade represented 
by them does not need these funds in their own business or 
they would not be lending it in the open market. Each one 
of them is doing what, so far as his company is concerned, 
is the thing most conducive to the prosperity of his own coni- 
pany first and the maintenance of general prosperity second. 
No one outside of the banks has been able to see any effort 
on the part of the banks to keep a low rate of interest for 
industry or trade. 

Two years ago, when the first effort to break the market 
was made, I demonstrated with mathematical exactness that 
there was so much uninvested wealth and capital in the 
country that there was not and could not be any stringency 
in the money market or any unsatisfied demands for money 
for a long time to come, and the market has demonstrated 
the truth of what I then said. Must I again demonstrate 
not only the present enormous wealth of this country but the 
further fact that the realization of new capital creation must 
continue for some time to come to lag a year or two behind 
the facts? 

The truth is that there is no legitimate unsatisfied demand 
for credit either in industry or commerce and the whole 
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excuse given by the Federal Reserve Board for its attitude 
and its action is a false one. Those who ery that there is a 
shortage of credit are always found to be ones who would 
not be entitled to any credit no matter how much was avail- 
able. 

The Treasury Department has just made public figures 
showing that the income tax returns for corporations for the 
year 1927 showed a gross income of over one hundred and 
twenty-seven billions. Outside of the few dollars paid for 
royalties at the mines or to the farmers for raw materials, 
every dollar of this represents wages paid somewhere along 
the line, or interest on capital, so that it is apparent that the 
actual income of our American people for the year 1927 can- 
not possibly have been less than one hundred and fifty billion 
dollars! As was demonstrated two years ago, we are saving 
out of this at least twenty-five billion dollars of new capital 
every year. This has and must continue to make money 
cheap and income-bearing securities high. It is this process 
of equalization toward a four per cent or four and one-half 
per cent basis that has caused mounting stock prices: Not 
speculation ! 

The enormous supply of outside funds that has come into 
the call money market proves that there is an altogether 
abnormally large amount of this new capital that has not yet 
found a satisfactory long-term investment. Do you suppose 
that this money is going to buy bonds or seasoned dividend- 
bearing stocks on a four and a half per cent or five per cent 
basis as long as it can get nine per cent or ten per cent in 
the call money market? 

When the Federal Reserve Board ceases its arbitrary 
boosting of interest rates and lets money drop to three per 
cent or three and a half per cent which is all it is really 
worth, these funds will turn from the call money market and 
seek permanent investments and brokers’ loans will gradually 
decrease to that variable minimum that must always repre- 
sent the still undistributed balances of current financing. 

Under present conditions there is, of course, little demand 
for the rediscount privileges of the Federal Reserve banks. 
It is the realization of this that is largely the reason for the 
action of the Board. They are sore because they are not 
needed and angry because they are impotent. It is a curious 
aspect of the Federal Reserve Board’s career that while it 
was founded to promote and stimulate finance and trade by 
extending credit and offering rediscount privileges which 
would not otherwise be available, its chief action in the past 
ten years has been three separate restrictive measures having 
for their purpose the contraction of the very credit it was 
organized to expand and each one calculated to force prices 
down and destroy the prosperity of the country. 

If the Federal Reserve Board does not quickly realize how 
completely it has failed to satisfy the purposes for which 
it was organized it may expect soon to hear an unanswerable 
demand for its abolishment. Would anyone dare to propose 
now the organization of a reserve bank to take $400,000,000 
of capital funds out of the money market only to give 
$300,000.000 of rediscounts in return? Yet this is exactly 
what the Federal Reserve Board is doing. 

The only way that the Federal Reserve Board can get 
back into the situation is by cutting its rediscount rate to 
the point where it will be cheaper to resort to the Federal 
Reserve banks than to the million of unknown capitalists 
who are now supplying the market with their funds and 
profiting by the high rate of interest that prevails through 
the action of the Federal Reserve Board. 

It is quite apparent that the real motive behind this whole 
movement is the disappointment of those so-called “insiders” 
who two years ago refused to believe in the wealth and pros- 
perity of our country. They sold out too soon. They expected 
to buy back cheaper but have never found the opportunity 
of doing so. It is a discreditable and dishonest effort to 
rob those who believed in the future of their country. For 
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the past two years the stock market as well as the legitimate 
industry and trade of the country has had to struggle against 
this false economic position taken by the Federal Reserve 
Board and approved by many unthinking bankers and back- 
number economists. It is time for these illusions to be 
exploded and these false claims answered, and for the board 
to stop its senseless obstruction to industrial and business 
prosperity. It is outrageous that this board organized to 
save business has only used its power to wreck. 

The total rediscounts of the Federal Reserve System even 
now are less than $300,000,000, for it is unfair to count as 
rediscounts the Reserve banks’ voluntary purchase of bills 
in the open market or discounts secured by Government 
bonds. If our gold reserve was used as is the gold reserve 
of Great Britain the Federal Reserve banks might easily 
rediscount up to the sum of thirty billion dollars before there 
would be any appreciable strain on its credit. The real 
margin of safety in the matter of bank credit at present is 
an unused supply of twenty-nine and one-half billions of 
credit: the difference between the thirty billions which the 
Federal Reserve banks might grant and the paltry $300,000,000 
granted. Its actual rediscounts are no justification for its 
creation and no excuse for its continued existence. 

The Federal Reserve Board cannot win because it is in the 
wrong and it dare not wreck the prosperity of the country 
merely to save its own face.

The value of products in the Southern States in 1925 was 
$10,372,185,000. 

There was a slight decrease in the number of wage-earners 
employed in 1927 as compared with 1925, four-tenths of 1 
per cent, following a decrease of 4.5 per cent in the preceding 
period, 1923 to 1925. 

The 1928 industrial production volume was greatest in 
the country’s history. Statistics compiled by the Federal 
Reserve Board, according to Domestic Commerce, indicate 
that industrial production and distribution in 1928 were 
greater in volume than in any previous year. The advance 
in production volume was especially marked in automobiles 
and related products, in iron and steel, and in copper, while 
cotton textiles and bituminous coal were less active than in 
earlier years, although both recovered somewhat in the 
fourth quarter. Output of automobile tires and inner tubes 
was also considerably larger than in previous years, as was 
steel production. Silk and rayon industries continued the 
rapid growth of recent years, the rayon development in the 
South being particularly notable. Output of leather and 
shoes was in approximately the same volume as in 1927, the 
year of largest production since 1923. 





Plans of Southern Aeronautical Service — Will 
Establish Air Line Between New Orleans 


and Chicago. 


Organized in Louisiana with a capital stock of $1,000,000, 
the Southern Aeronautical Service, New Orleans, La., and its 
subsidiary, the Southern Airport Terminals, Inc., operate a 
school in New Orleans for training pilots and mechanics. They 
also serve the public through aerial photography, mapping and 
surveying activities. Branch schools and offices are expected 
to be established as quickly as possible in states eastward 
from the Kentucky border to the Atlantic coast and north to 
the Kentucky line. 

The company owns at present one of the finest airports in 
the South, it is said, comprising about 400 acres of table land 
within 25 minutes’ ride of the heart of New Orleans. This 
airport will be open to the public with no landing fee or han- 
gar fee to individual owners of ships for the first night’s stop- 
over at the field, which is the Southern terminus of a line 
from New Orleans to Chicago by way of Jackson, Miss., Mem- 
phis, Tenn., St. Louis, Mo., and Springfield, Ill. Plans are 
being made to put into service the first Ford-Stout tri-mo- 
tored, 14-passenger monoplane on this line, which will make 
the trip tri-weekly from New Orleans to Chicago and return 
in a flat 10 hours each way, lessening the train time approxi- 
mately 13 hours. At present there is one hangar on the field, 
the dimensions of which are 32 by 72 feet, capable of housing 
8 to 10 planes, The erection of a hangar for housing the 
tri-motored plane is expected to begin within a short time.

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TWO RAILROAD CONSOLIDATIONS PRO- 
POSED FOR EASTERN TERRITORY. 


Baltimore and Ohio Would Control 15 Carriers 


and Chesapeake and Ohio 20 Important Roads. 

Applications have been filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission by the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad System and 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Railway for authority to consoli- 
date a number of properties in Eastern territory into two 
distinct systems, which would involve the control of 15 rail- 
roads by the Baltimore and Ohio and 20 railroads by the 
Chesapeake and Ohio. The former system would represent 
a total mileage of 14,141 with an invested capital of $2,192,- 
000,000 and the latter a total mileage of 13,148 with an in- 
vested capital of $2,500,000,000. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad System, withdrawing from 
the four-party conference of Eastern territory trunk railroads, 
asks authority to purchase entire or joint control of railroads 
which would create a single trunk system extending from the 
Atlantic seaboard to the Great Lakes and beyond the Missis- 
sippi River. They would embrace the Reading Company and 
affiliated lines, including the Central Railroad of New Jersey; 
Lehigh & Hudson River Railroad, Western Maryland Rail- 
way; Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburgh Railway; Buffalo & 
Susquehanna Railroad; Detroit, Toledo & Ironton Railroad; 
Chicago, Indianapolis & Louisville Railway; Wabash Rail- 
way, and Ann Arbor Railroad. Roads in which the Balti- 
more & Ohio wants not less than one-fourth interest and joint 
control with the Pennsylvania, New York Central and the 
Chesapeake & Ohio include the Lehigh & New England Rail- 
way, Montour Railroad; Pittsburgh, Chartiers & Youghiog- 
heny Railway, and the Pittsburgh & West Virginia Railway 
lines east of the Ohio River. 

The Baltimore & Ohio would also own a half interest and 
joint control with the Chesapeake & Ohio in the Detroit & 
Toledo Railroad and a quarter interest in the Monongahela 
Railroad and agrees to the purchase or joint control of a num- 
ber of short lines, including the Washington, Baltimore & An- 
napolis and the Maryland & Pennsylvania. Trackage rights 
are asked over sections of other roads. 

The Chesapeake & Ohio Railway, owned by the Van Swer- 
ingen interests of Cleveland, Ohio, asks for authority to ac- 
quire complete control of 11 important carriers and joint 
control of 9 others. Under the Chesapeake & Ohio plan, that 
road and the 11 others under its control would have 12,265 
miles of track under ownership or lease and trackage rights 
over 883 miles. 

Among the lines which would be under complete control 
of the Van Sweringen interests are the Hocking Valley Rail- 
way Co., Pere Marquette Railway Co., Erie Railroad System, 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis Railroad Co. (Nickel Plate), 
Virginian Railway Co., Delaware, Lackawanna & Western 
Railroad Co., Bessemer & Lake Erie Railway Co., Wheeling 
& Lake Erie Railway Co., Pittsburgh & Shawmut Railroad 
Co., Pittsburgh, Shawmut & Northern Railway Co., and the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois Railway Co. Roads to be con- 
trolled jointly with the Pennsylvania, New York Central und 
the Baltimore & Ohio would include: the Delaware & Hudson 
Co., Lehigh & New England Railway Co., Montour Railroad 
Co., Pittsburgh, Chartiers & Youghiogheny Railway Co., Char- 
tiers Southern Railway Co., Monongahela Railway Co., Pitts- 
burgh & West Virginia Railway east of the Ohio River, in- 
cluding former properties of the West Side Belt Railroad Co. 

The Chesapeake & Ohio also would control jointly with the 
New York Central and the Baltimore & Ohio, the Pittsburgh 
& West Virginia Railway Co. west of the Ohio River and 
jointly with the Baltimore & Ohio, the Detroit & Toledo 
Shore Line Railroad Co. The proposed system, it is said, 
would serve the territory between the Mississippi River and 
Atlantic seaboard north of a line drawn westerly along the 
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borders of Virginia and Kentucky, extending north on the 
westerly side to the tip of the Michigan peninsula and north 
on the easterly side to Montreal. Its Atlantic seaboard ports 
would be Hampton Roads and New York. 





Mr. Clift Assumes Central of Georgia Presidency. 

Following his election as president of the Central of Geor- 
gia Railway, A. E. Clift will assume that position March 1 
and will make his residence in Savannah. Mr. Clift was 
elected president in succession to J. J. Pelley, who resigned 
in order to accept the presidency of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, made vacant by the death of 
Edward J. Pearson, last December. 

Mr. Clift carries into his position not only the practical 
experience of many years in the railroad business, but also 
the policies and spirit of the Illinois Central Railroad, of 
which the Central of Georgia is a subsidiary and of which 
Mr. Clift for some time has been senior vice-president in 
charge of operations. The office of president of the Centra! 
of Georgia carries with it the presidency of the Ocean Steam- 
ship Company, known as “the Savannah line,” to which also 
he has been elected. Mr. Clift recently expressed his policies 
as follows: 

“Certain fundamental principles characterize the general 
policy of the Central of Georgia and its parent system, the 
Illinois Central—for example, the obligation to render safe, 
adequate and courteous service; to deal frankly with the 
public and to promote the progress and development of com- 
merce, agriculture and industry. Naturally, it shall be my 
endeavor to carry out these policies, which have been those 
of my predecessors.” 

After a railroad apprenticeship as call-boy, Mr. Clift be- 
came a brakeman on the Illinois Central in 1888, and after 
promotion to conductor went over to the Big Four, but re- 
turned in less than a year to the Illinois Central. Progres- 
sively he worked his way upward, through such positions as 
trainmaster, superintendent, general manager, to senior vice- 
president, this position carrying with it the presidency of 
the Chicago & Illinois Western and chairman of the Peoria 
& Pekin Union, and also he was director of the Terminal 
Railroad Association and of the Belt Railway of Chicago. 

Mr. Pelley is the third Central of Georgia man to be called 
into an important railroad presidency, L. A. Downs, former 
president, being now president of the Illinois Central System, 
and L. W. Baldwin, former vice-president and general man- 
ager, being now head of the Missouri Pacific System. 





Aeronautic Meeting for Engineers. 


An important aeronautic meeting for engineers is being 
planned for May 27 to 30 by the St. Louis section of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers, in co-operation 
with its Aeronautic division. Conferences will be held during 
the meeting on such subjects as structural analysis of air- 
craft, the status of light Diesel engines for airplanes, main- 
tenance and location of airports, fog flying and ice formation 
on airplanes, installation and servicing of aircraft instru- 
ments, ete. During the meeting, the Gardner Cup air races 
will be held. 





Power Engineers to Meet in South. 


For the first time in its history, the National Association 
of Power Engineers plans this year to hold its annual con- 
vention in the South, and has selected Chattanooga, Tenn., 
as the meeting place and September 9 to 13 as the dates. 
As usual, an exhibit of mechanical equipment will be held 
in conjunction with the convention, under the name of “The 
1929 Power and Mechanical Exposition.” Frank N. Chap- 
man, 5909 Kennerly avenue, St. Louis, Mo., is secretary of 
the National Exhibitors Association. 
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Virginia Polytechnic Institute Works to Advance 
Industrial Development of the State. 


3y Rospert H. McNett, Director of Publications, Virginia Polytechnic Institute, Blacksburg, Va. 


The Virginia Polytechnic Institute is playing an important 
part in the industrial expansion of Virginia. At least four 
distinct activities which have a direct bearing on the indus- 
trial progress of the commonwealth are being conducted this 
scholastic year by members of the V. P. I. staff. Surveys 
showing industrial advantages of communities, survey of 
wood working and wood using industries, and a study of 
ceramie industries are being made, while the chemical engi- 
neering department is conducting research in rayon, at the 
same time developing trained students who can take their 
places in this important new industry. 

Dr. J. Elton Lodewick, formerly of the New York State 
College of Forestry, has completed the wood-using survey of 
more than a third of Virginia. Some valuable information 
has been obtained as to the amounts and kinds of wood used 
in various sections; from what place the raw material is 
obtained; how best the source of supply can be kept replen- 
ished, and other important data to the wood utilizing indus- 
tries. In order to protect concerns which have freely given 
of their confidential records, Dr. Lodewick will not make any 
definite report of his findings until the entire state has been 
surveyed. This is expected to be some time next summer. 

Ceramics is another industry which is growing in impor- 
tance in Virginia. Professor John W. Whittemore, who until 
this year was head of the department of ceramics at Loui- 
siana State College, will study such industries as the manu- 
facture of brick, drain tile, hollow building tile, sewer pipe, 
floor and wall tile, roofing tile, fire brick and similar refrac- 
tory articles, dishes, glassware, enameled metals, abrasive 
wheels, pottery and cements. This survey will serve as a 
basis of courses in “Ceramic Materials,” “Ceramic Tech- 
nology” and “Ceramic Manufacturing,’ to be offered next 
fall. Also, the service of testing both the completed product 
and raw material from which it is made is being offered. 
Suggestions as to the best use to be made of the raw material 
will be given on request after laboratory tests have been 
made. 

The industrial surveys of Virginia communities, under the 
supervision of Reuben L. Humbert, who until August, 1928, 
was secretary of the Harrisonburg Chamber of Commerce, 
are proving popular. Results of the first survey, at Wythe- 
ville, Virginia, were issued as the October bulletin of the 


Engineering Extension Division. Field work has been com- 
pleted at Tazewell, at Christiansburg-Cambria, and at Suffolk. 
More than a score of other communities have requested that 
the survey be made. 


It has been observed that industry is decentralizing and 
seeking the smaller communities where certain economic fac- 
tors governing successful operation are present. In an effort 
to assist the smaller communities to present their case in a 
scientific manner these surveys are conducted. The informa- 
tion is divided under six groups: general information, in- 
cludes history and population of town; present industrial 
development; primary economic factors in plant location; 
secondary factors for industrial development; civic refine- 
ments; and general business data. 

Such important items as character of industry already 
established, local attitude toward industry, and statistics of 
recent years are tabulated under present industrial develop- 
ment. The amount and quality of minerals, timber, agricul- 
tural products, labor, power, transportation, markets avail- 
able, water supply, coal, telephone service are listed in re- 
counting the primary economic factors affecting plant loca- 
tion, Reports of average weather conditions are given, also 
a chemical analysis of the water showing number of parts 
per million of various chemicals. 

Type of local government, amount and kind of taxes, real 
estate values, fire, police and health protection, housing con- 
ditions, and banking facilities are narrated under the second- 
ary factors for industrial development. Descriptions of edu- 
eational and recreational facilities, churches, hospitals and 
hotels, are given under civic refinements. The physical plan 
of the community, including type of streets and street light- 
ing, method of sewage disposal, type of municipal transporta- 
tion, and number of newspapers also are mentioned. Such 
items as postal receipts, building permits, retail business 
totals, and wholesale business statistics are included under 
general business data. The survey gives a complete commer- 
cial and industrial picture of the community.

$11,000,000 Power Project on New River. 


Radford, Va.—An appropriation of $11,000,000 has been 
made by the Appalachian Electric Power Co., Bluefield, W.

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IRON, STEEL AND METAL MARKET 


Steel Consumers Demand Prompt Delivery. 

Pittsburgh, February 25—[Special.]—The steel situation 
presents the same confusing appearance as for several weeks 
past, with very heavy production and urgent call by consum- 
ers for quick shipment, but with serious misgivings as to the 
future, even the relatively nearby future. If anything, pro- 
duction and urgency for delivery has increased in the last 
week, with an increase also in the misgivings. 

An addition to the complications is made by announcement 
during the week by nearly all the mills of an advance in 
asking prices on bars, shapes and plates of a dollar a ton. 
The quotable market on all three products has been 1.90c, 
Pittsburgh, and if the advanced figure should become the 
market it would make 1.95e. Complication is due to the fact 
that while bars have been quite steady at 1.90c shapes and 
plates have not been, and there has been particular weakness 
in plates in the east, 

Makers of cold finished steel bars have advanced their price 
from 2.20c to 2.30c, which will count chiefly on Second- 
quarter contracts, and the advance is in line, since cold fin- 
ished bars had been too low at 2.20c, relative to hot rolled 
bars at 1.90c and it is understood the cold finishers have 
had to pay this price, while last quarter they got the benefit 
of some old engagements at a lower figure. 

One mill has published a revised card of extras on cold 
rolled strips and this may be adopted by other producers. 
Extras are reduced somewhat on wider strips and greatly 
advanced on narrower strips, making an increase on an 
average, this being expected to equalize with the advance 
now in progress in hot rolled strips, to 1.90ec as minimum on 
over 6-inch and 2.00c on 6-inch and under. 

Steel ingot production has decreased a trifle in the Youngs- 
town district but has increased in the Chicago district. The 
general average since February 1 has been about 90 per cent, 
against 88.20 per cent in January and 85.29 per cent in 
December. By precedent March, or possibly April, should 
be the peak month by virtue of the familiar seasonal swing, 
July being generally the low month of the year. 

A fortnight ago doubts were expressed as to the correct- 
ness of estimates of January automobile production at over 
400,000, Instead of confirming such doubts, the official report 
row shows 423,655 cars and trucks, United States and Can- 
ada. Considering seasonal variation, this is an enormous 
production for January and explains the remarkable activity 
lately at sheet and strip mills, which make a large part of 
the steel used in automobile and truck manufacture. How 
large the production was is shown by simple comparisons. 
Last year’s official total, as slightly revised in the month, 
was 4,600,532. In the last six years January production has 
averaged 6.86 per cent of the preceding year’s production, 
and applying that to 4,600,000 would make 316,000 as the 
expectancy for January, while the production now reported 
is 34 per cent greater. Again, January production has aver- 
aged in the six years 6.80 per cent of the ensuing year’s 
total, and applying that factor one now obtains an expec- 
taney of 6,200,000 as this year’s total. The steel trade has 
no thought that the year’s production will be so large and 
does not expect production to continue increasing, as it ap- 
pears to have done since the end of January. Averaging the 
past six years, peak production has come about May 1. 

Fabricated structural steel lettings in January as officially 
reported totaled 246,400 tons. The four months, October to 
January, inclusive, ran fairly uniform and relatively low, 
averaging 246,400 tons a month, while the preceding five 
months had run exceptionally high, averaging 314,930 tons 
monthly, so that there has been a 22 per cent decrease, which 
the mills and fabricating shops are now feeling in their 


operations. Orders for 2045 freight cars were reported last 
week, carrying the total since January 1 over 27,000 cars, 
a very good showing. The largest order last week was 1000 
ears, by the Lehigh Valley. 


Lead Advances—Metals in General Are Quiet. 


New York, February 25—[Special.]—Activity in the metals 
generally has quieted somewhat, with the principal excep- 
tion in the case of lead. That metal was advanced $2 per 
ton early in the week, a complete rise of $6 per ton since 
early January, bringing price levels to the highest figure 
since April, 1927. The New York price has become 6.95c¢ per 
pound, while the East St. Louis quotation is 6.85c, the differ- 
ential of 10 points between the two markets being less than 
usual. 

Copper is quiet but by no means stagnant. Tin has gen- 
erally been dull with here and there an extremely active 
day. The important development in zine has been the ad- 
vance in the ore price to $41 per ton, from $40, in the tri- 
State district, the first change since August. Some thought 
a rise of this kind would stimulate the demand for slab zinc 
and possibly raise the price, but neither of these developments 
has materialized. 

The minor metals have been showing irregular trends, 
Quicksilver has advanced another $1 per flask to $122, or 
$123 per 75 pounds. Silver, on the other hand, continues 
weak, with prices frequently below,56c per ounce. Antimony 
has weakened a bit, selling under 914c per pound, which had 
been the quotation for several weeks. 

Industrial conditions are still booming and non-ferrous 
metal consumption is undoubtedly very heavy. The Baldwin 
Locomotive Works, for instance, is working at the fastest 
pace since July, 1927. The steel industry is working 2 per 
cent greater than a week ago, the general average being 89 
per cent of capacity, with Chicago mills doing 95 per cent. 

Tin plate mills are gaited at 90 per cent and promise to 
be at that pace or better for several weeks. However, gal- 
vanizing mills are not working as briskly as the steel indus- 
try in general and that may account for dullness in the zine 
market. Recent rises of shares in the stock market is be- 
heved by some to omen further advances in selling prices 
of the red metal. However, the more conservative opinion 
in copper circles is that the zenith for the next several weeks 
has been reached at the 18 cent level for domestic shipment 
and 18%4c for export. Editorials in the trade journals and 
business papers are bringing out the danger of the employ- 
ment of substitutes for copper if prices go higher. The price 
has advanced 28 per cent in a year and few commodities 
have seen such an appreciation in values during these times 
of low prices and large sales volumes, Such substitution 
would probably first come in Europe, which has not taken 
particularly kindly to the tactics of the copper export asso- 
ciation and would, therefore, delight in finding successful 
substitutes. Substitutions in the United States would not 
come so soon because of the higher standard of living over 
here and again because copper is particularly an American 
commodity. 

World production of copper in January was 178,083 tons 
as against 179,240 tons in December and 183,813 tons in 
November and compared with 143,546 tons in January of 
last year. The decline last month is interesting in view of 
the higher selling prices and greater incentive to produce. 
Though production is increasing in this country it is plainly 
limited by several factors. In the first place refineries are 
already taxed at almost full capacity. It is difficult to add 
to labor forces, even with the advance in wages, and with 
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the coming of outdoor pursuits there will be a tendency to 

leave underground work on the part of floating labor.

Fabricated Structural Steel. 

New orders of fabricated structural steel in January, as 
reported to the Department of Commerce by the principal 
manufacturers, were 69 per cent of capacity, based on total 
orders of 205,659 tons reported by fabricators with a capac- 
ity of 300,255 tons per month, as against December orders 
of 64 per cent of capacity and 55 per cent a year ago. Ship- 
ments in January represented 71 per cent of the capacity 
of firms reporting this item as against 71 per cent in Decem- 
ber and 53 per cent a year ago. 


Kentucky and Tennessee Coal Shipments in 1928. 


Coal shipments out of Kentucky and Tennessee in 1928, 
based on actual production figures, ran to $125,000,000, 
according to the Appalachian Journal, Knoxville, Tenn., 
which states that about two-thirds of all the money received 
by the operators is paid out to mine workers.

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GOOD ROADS AND MOTOR TRANSPORT 


Missouri Road System to Be Completed in Four 
Years—$168,735,310 Available During Next 10 
Years. 

Jefferson City, Mo.—The State Highway Commission has 
announced its intention of completing the State highway 
system in 4 years, relieve congestion near cities, construct 
the $40,000,000 county farm-to-market supplementary road 
system and carry out other projects for which the State 
recently voted a $75,000,000 bond issue. The commission will 
also recommend that the Legislature pass a law to change 
the manner of making refunds to counties for State highway 
construction by the counties, under which it will be possible 
to repay the counties in cash or additional roads at the dis- 

cretion of the Highway Commission. 

It is stated that under the commission’s plans a total of 
$168,735,310 will be available from all sources during the 
next 10 years for highway construction. Of that amount, it is 
planned to expend $108,471,087 to complete, maintain and 
make refunds on the present State highway system of 7,640 
miles; $4,700,000 on the 300 additional miles authorized by 
the bond amendment for connections from highways to State 
parks; $11,500,000 to widen highways near St. Louis, Kansas 
City and other congested sections, and $40,000,000 for the 
proposed county farm-to-market system. 


New Phases in the Development of Motor Truck 
Transport of Farm Products. 


Modern transportation by motor truck presents new oppor- 
tunities for eastern farmers in competing with long rail hauls 
from distant commercial producing areas, according to Wells 
A. Sherman of the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, United 
States Department of Agriculture. “I believe if all the facts 
could be known,” Mr. Sherman says, “we would find that the 
entire territory east of Chicago is rapidly increasing its total 
production of fruits and vegetables, and that many eastern 
cities are already receiving a larger percentage of their total 
supply from relatively nearby sources than they were receiv- 
ing five or six years ago.” Further: 

“Highway improvement and motor truck transportation are 
making it possible for eastern farmers to grow products which 
were out of the question when these farmers were dependent 
on wagon transportation. Prior to the development of refrig- 
eration, practically all our fresh fruit and vegetable produc- 
tion was in the immediate vicinity of the large cities. Then 
with the commercial manufacture of ice, the states bordering 
on Mexico and the Gulf began to invade the eastern markets 
with enormous supplies of fresh products at seasons when 


eastern growers could not produce them, Now some distant 
districts are competing with these growers during their own 
marketing season. 

“The motor truck is not only enabling nearby producers to 
meet this competition from distant producing areas, but is 
effecting far reaching changes in the agencies of distribution. 
One change is the advent of the itinerant trucker or huckster 
who operates in fruits and vegetables in units of a small 
motor truck load. In some sections these men furnish a prin- 
cipal outlet for an increasing number of farmers who produce 
some fruit or truck as a part of a mixed agriculture. In 
other parts of the country where few of these products are 
grown, they operate almost wholly as distributors from the 
railroad towns, 

“Many jobbers in towns in the Missouri Valley are com- 
plaining that their out-of-town business is being disrupted by 
truck peddlers to whom brokers turn over cars of rejected or 
overripe products. The truckers peddie this stuff quickly 
through every small town within a radius of 50 or 100 miles, 
supplying every grocer who will buy at prices which the 
regular jobber who has bought a rolling car at the market 
price cannot meet. As the chain store in the larger cities is 
cutting into the jobber’s business by putting the little inde- 
pendent grocer out of business, so the itinerant jobbing ped- 
dler is taking away the country customers of the wholesaler 
in the smaller cities. 

“Thus we see the auto truck invading the field of local 
distribution in both directions. Some truckers are buying 
from the farmers and distributing to individual consumers or 
small storekeepers. Others are buying in the cities and dis- 
tributing to farmers, villages and the grocers in small towns. 
The speed of their vehicles enables them to cover considerable 
distances over modern highways, thus distributing perishable 
products with a rapidity and promptness heretofore 
unknown.” 


$3,500,000 County Aid Road Bonds in

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ANOTHER BIG RAYON MILL REPORTED 
FOR THE SOUTH. 


May Involve $10,000,000 in Six Years. 


Press reports from Roanoke, Va., quote William W. Mc- 
Elrath, a consulting engineer of that city, as announcing that 
negotiations are under way in New York for another big 
rayon plant in the South and that sites are being considered 
at Buena Vista, Radford and Danville in Virginia, and at 
points in North Carolina and Tennessee. Foreign interests 
are said to be promoting the enterprise, but Mr, McElrath 
advises that until a site has been selected he cannot disclose 
the identity of the principals. 

The proposed plant would represent a $5,000,000 organiza- 
tion, it is said, with a probable expenditure of $10,000,000 
within the next six years and would produce in the first unit 
approximately 3,500,000 pounds of rayon annually. It is esti- 
mated that 1200 operatives would be employed and that a 
minimum of 100 acres would be required for the plant site. 


Details of American Silk Mills at Orange, Va. 

The new mill building being erected at Orange, Va., for the 
American Silk Mills, Inc., will be about 133 by 83 feet, with a 
wing 30 by 44 feet, according to Lockwood Greene Engineers, 
Inc., of New York, who are handling engineering details, The 
enterprise will be complete with necessary boiler house, silk 
vault and other facilities for a silk throwing mill and will 
contain the requisite stair towers and freight elevator.

Possibilities of Cotton Manufacturing in Texas. 


Texas is after more cotton mills, and as the number of 
spindles in the state nearly trebled between 1900 and 1927, 
it seems likely the desire will be gratified. A pamphlet 
entitled “The Possibilities of Cotton Manufacturing in 
Texas” has recently been prepared by Charles J. Rudolph 
Grossman, industrial engineer, and published by the Univer- 
sity of Texas at Austin. The introduction states that: 


“The first part is based on several years observation in New 
England and on a short period of study in the Southeast; the 
figures used, however, are mostly Government figures. The 
second part is the result of a survey conducted early in 1928 
in Texas. The power companies operating in Texas have 
supplied the information as to their lines and rates. The 
data on freight rates were secured from the Interstate Traffic: 
Company and their representative in Dallas, who acts as traf- 
fic counsel to the Texas Cotton Manufacturers Association.” 


The author makes the point that Texas is far removed 
from other centers of cotton manufacture, presents a large 
and growing local market, and since it is entering an era of 
industrial expansion, “offers a friendly atmosphere to the 
new manufacturer.” He points out further that the labor 
is of the same racial character as that which has been so 
large a factor in developing cotton manufacturing in the 
Southeast; that labor laws are similar and that approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 bales of the raw material are produced 
annually in the state. 

The pamphlet includes an appendix giving tables and charts 
cn many phases of the industry in the United States. 
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NEW AND IMPROVED EQUIPMENT 


Flexible Power Plant. 


A new power plant which can be operated at any speed and 
is controlled by an accelerator is a feature of the Northwest 
crawler equipment for 1929. The new engine is said by the 
Northwest Engineering Company, Chicago, to be a radical 
departure from fixed speed engines which have been used in 
the past and to give to the operator motorcar flexibility, 
coupled with heavy duty performance. It incorporates special 
manifolding and carbureting devices and gives an engine that 
will pull perfectly at any speed between 450 and 1200 r. p. m. 
and respond reliably to any sudden change of speed. 

The new engine is fitted with a governor which permits it 
to be operated in the conventional manner as a fixed speed

engine when desired, but when hand control is desirable full 
manual control is obtained by a movement of a simple lever 
which is a hinged portion of one of the regular control levers. 
The engine has been tried out in the field and has shown that 
from 15 to 20 per cent more work can be accomplished when 
accelerator control is used than when the engine is operated 
as a fixed speed engine, On a machine used as a dragline, 
production was increased 18 per cent by the use of accelerator 
control. 

One of the principal advantages of the variable speed en- 
gine is that it may be opened up to top speed on swinging or 
hoisting operations, just as with a steam machine. Another 
advantage comes from the ability to slow down the engine 
when extremely sensitive handling is necessary. Considerable 
advantage also is gained by making a full range of traveling 
speeds available when the machine is moving. 


Multiple Retort Stoker. 


Larger sizes of multiple retort stokers have been entirely 
redesigned by the Combustion Engineering Corporation, New 
York City, which says that in the new stoker practically the 
entire area of each retort is active underfeed area, giving 
even fuel distribution over the entire grate surface, and parts 
subject to wear, such as ram box liners, lower section of 
ram, lower section of ram box and upper section of auxiliary 
rams, are easily renewable. Likewise, parts subject to burn- 
ing, such as upper sections of retorts, tuyeres, side-wall 
tuyeres and grate bars can be easily replaced. 

The two-speed gear box is machined throughout, the stoker 
speed may be changed conveniently without stopping, and the 
shear pin and coupling are conveniently located at the front 
of the gear box. The design of the ram box allows the depth 
of the retort to be proportioned to the length of the stoker, 
which is accomplished by adding tuyeres at the top of the 
retort, instead of at the bottom, giving greater capacity per 


stroke, low, instead of high, crankshaft speed for high capa- 
cities; increased agitation of the fuel bed, more suitable 
time element for the combustion of the fuel, improved opera- 
tion and efficiency, The design of the auxiliary rams located 
in the retorts is described as a decided departure from former 
construction. There are several of these at intervals in the 
retort, the number depending on the length, and they receive

their motion from an oscillating link operated from a con- 
nection to the main ram. The stroke of these auxiliary rams 
is variable, and separate adjustment may be made on each 
one. The amount of motion of all auxiliary rams may be 
changed simultaneously by means of a hand wheel at the 
front of the stoker. Grate bars at the end of the stoker 
have a variable travel and move in sections. Each retort is 
built up so as to provide for expansion and to minimize the 
possibility of cracking. The tuyere design gives stream-line 
flow of air and delivers the greater part of the air sidewise 
into the retort, which results in improved operation. 

The ash pit may have either grinder rolls or dump grates. 
Dump grates are ustally installed on the smaller sizes, while 
clinker grinders are standard for the larger sizes of stokers. 


New Gas Indicator. 


The Union Carbide Sales Company, New York City, will 
place on the market a portable instrument to detect imme- 
diately the presence of a wide range of combustible gases 
or vapors and to indicate whether or not the atmosphere con- 
taining these gases is safe to breathe and safe for flames or 
fire, The device was first developed by the engineers of the 
Union Carbide and Carbon Research Laboratories, Inc., as 4 
methane indicating detector for the detection of methane, or 
firedamp, in coal mines. 





Concentration of Low-Grade Phosphate Ores 
by Flotation. 


An investigation of the flotation of low-grade phosphate 
ores and waste material'from the Florida washers has been 
in progress for some time at the Southern Experiment Station 
of the United States Bureau of Mines, Tuscalocsa, Ala. Sev- 
eral reagent combinations that will effect satisfactory separa- 
tions between the phosphate and the quartz, the main gangue 
impurity, have been developed. At present market prices the 
indicated cost is from 11 to 15c, for reagents. Satisfactory 
separations have been obtained with recoveries of from 85 to 
90 per cent of the phosphate in concentrates that are com- 
mercial in grade with a single cleaning operation,

Book Reviews 





Organized Training in Business, by James H. 
Greene. New York: Harper & Brothers. 
Pp. 335. Cloth. $4. 


Still another “business book,” this one ex- 
plaining, “for the first time,” as the publish- 
ers put it, “the correct principles which 
should be used in the organization and ad- 
ministration of training in all types of com- 
mercial and industrial corporations.” In 
thoughtful and serious fashion, the author 
sets forth his answers to such questions as: 
What is training? Who should be trained? 
Who should do the training? What are the 
best training methods? Who should be re- 
sponsible for getting results? While arbitrary 
answers, of course, are not possible, Dr. 
Greene works out an interesting volume, 
backed by his experience as director of the 
Research Bureau for Retail Training, Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh. The foreword is by Paul 
G. Hoffman, vice-president of the Studebaker 
Corporation of America. On the whole, the 
book appears to be designed as a text book on 
the subject, with scientific study and techni- 
cal discussion. Many persons may find it of 
value. 





Profitable Personnel Practice, by Henry Bruere 
and Grace Pugh. New York: Harper & 
Brothers. Cloth. Pp. 454. $4. 


To the long list of business books of recent 
days is added this volume, “not intended so 
much to present a philosophy of industrial 
relations as to provide a practical reference 
book for the man of affairs.” It is unfortu- 
nate that the writers do not mention, if they 
are aware of it, the fact that the ability and 
calibre of an executive may be gauged by the 
lieutenants he selects for himself and the per- 
sonnel which they in turn create. As the 
authors see it, “it is a current commonplace 
that easy friendly relations between the em- 
ployer and employee groups in a business re- 
quiring man power in substantial amounts is 
one of the first objectives of good manage- 
ment,” and also “it is fortunate that the tests 
of good business policy and of decent social 
relationships are growing more alike, so that, 
while we are securing a more stable business 
organization, we are also bringing about as 
an immediate result greater general well-being 
among employed persons.” On this line the 
volume first takes up the question of getting a 
job in a plant,” and includes such chapters 
as “Sharing Ownership and Profits,” ‘“Pro- 
tecting and -Improving Health,” and so on, 
and concludes with “Developing a Personnel 
Program.” It possibly may be that the finest 
personnel can be organized on a more or less 
scientific basis, and that such is the best 
method to follow. At all events, the writers 
have contributed an interesting book to the 
general consideration of the subject.

$1,000,000 RUBBER RECLAMATION PLANT 
TO ADJOIN GOODYEAR TIRE FACTORY. 


Project Makes Third Big Goodyear Construction 


Enterprise in South. 


The Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., of Akron, Ohio, an- 
nounces the construction this summer of a $1,000,000 rubber 
reclamation plant at Gadsden, Ala., adjoining the $7,500,000 
tire manufacturing plant under construction there. Dimen- 
sions of the reclamation plant will be 380 by 100 feet, the 
building to be equipped for a capacity of 25 tons of reclaimed 
rubber daily, most of the output to be shipped to the Good- 
year mechanical goods plant at Akron. 

With the construction of the tire factory, which is expected 
to be completed in July for a daily capacity of 5000 tires, 
and an expansion of the company’s Clearwater textile mills 
at Cedartown, Ga., to provide 18,000 additional spindles and 
bring the full complement to more than 50,000 spindles, the 
rubber reclamation plant makes the third important Good- 
year Southern construction project recently announced, al! 
being carried forward at the same time. A. H. Zieske, now 
at Gadsden, is the engineer in charge. 





Bankers Propose Baltimore Market and Parking 
Plan. 


Mackubin, Goodrich & Co., Baltimore bankers, have pro- 
posed a plan to the Board of Estimates, Baltimore, for recon- 
structing the city markets and providing downtown parking 
space without an expenditure on the part of the city. The

Harry C. Stutz, 
former president and general manager of the Stutz Motor 
Car Co. of America, Indianapolis, Ind., will be president of 
the new company; Frank Bellanca, vice president, and Joseph 
Cubelli, secretary-treasurer. The new company will take over 
the plant at Bridgeport, of the Commercial Aircraft Company 
of America, of which Mr. Cubelli is president and Mr. Bellan- 
ea, vice president, and begin at once the fabrication of Stutz- 
Bellanca airplanes. An assembly plant will be built at Orlan- 
do, it is said, and when this has been completed the Bridge- 
port factory will be used for the construction of airplane en- 
gines.
